THE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC HISTORY 
OF THE UNITED KINGDOM 


A GUIDE TO THE LITERATURE. I. 


For the beginner in economic history a convenient introduction is Sir W. J. 
Ashley’s The Economic Organisation of England, to the third edition of which 
(1949, Longmans, 9s.) three supplementary chapters by G. C. Allen were 
added. Another, by Henry Hamilton, Jaffrey Professor of Political Economy 
in the University of Aberdeen, is History of the Homeland (1947, Allen & 
Unwin, 18s.), a history from early to recent times, with numerous illustra- 
tions. E. Lipson’s The Growth of English Society (1949, Black, 21s.) embodies 
the substance of lectures delivered in the United States and at Oxford, but it 
is a useful introduction to economic history for the general reader as well as 
the student. 


On particular periods of economic development there is a good choice of 
writings. For the middle ages and the years immediately following there is 
Sir W. J. Ashley’s An Introduction to English Economic History and Theory 
(2 volumes, 4th edition, 1906-9, Longmans). Volume 1 of E. Lipson’s The 
Economic History of England (1oth edition, 1949, Black, 35s.) also deals with 
the middle ages, while Volumes 2 and 3 (sth edition, 1948, Black, 60s.) are 
concerned with the age of mercantilism. Similarly, the three volumes of 
W. Cunningham’s The Growth of English Industry and Commerce (Volume 1, 
sth edition, Volumes 2 and 3, 6th edition, 1910-19, Cambridge University 
Press) deal, respectively, with the early and middle ages, the mercantile 
system, and laissez-faire. There is a shorter study in the Home University 
Library by G. N. Clark entitled The Wealth of England from 1496 to 1760 
(1946, Oxford University Press, ss.). Another small volume for the beginner 
is Arthur Redford’s Economic History of England, 1760-1860 (1947, Longmans, 
7s.6d.). For more recent times there is J. H. Clapham’s important Economic 
History of Modern Britain (3 volumes, Cambridge University Press, 37s.6d. 
each); Volume 1 (2nd edition, 1931) covers the early railway age, 1820-50; 
Volume 2 (1932; reprinting), free trade and steel, 1850-86; Volume 3 (1938; 
reprinting), machines and national rivalries, 1887-1914, with an epilogue, 
1914-29. Two lecturers in the University of Sheffield, G. P. Jones and A. G. 
Pool, have written a book on approximately the same period, A Hundred 
Years of Economic Development in Great Britain (reprinted 1948, Duckworth, 








21s.), but it is concerned not so much with general economic history as with 
changes in the methods of producing wealth and distributing goods and 
services. Yet another approach is given in W. W. Rostow’s British Economy 
of the Nineteenth Century (1948, Oxford University Press, 15s.), which in fact 
covers the period 1790-1914; this work, which is partly statistical in treatment, 
is an attempt to combine the disciplines of history and economic theory. 

Two works by C. R. Fay deal with the social as well as the economic 
history of the later period: Life and Labour in the Nineteenth Century (4th 
edition, 1947, Cambridge University Press, 1os.6d.), based on lectures de- 
livered in the University of Cambridge, and Great Britain from Adam Smith to 
the Present Day (sth edition, 1951, Longmans, 18s.6d.). There is a rather 
similar work by Pauline Gregg, A Social and Economic History of Britain, 
1760-1950 (1950, Harrap, 18s.); it is an illustrated volume which, besides 
giving a broad review of the period, serves as a practical introduction to 
original sources, quoting freely from Blue Books and other contemporary 
writings. 

The most popular work on social history is undoubtedly the one by 
G. M. Trevelyan, Master of Trinity College, Cambridge: English Social 
History: a Survey of Six Centuries, Chaucer to Queen Victoria (3rd edition, 1946, 
Longmans, 25s.). Its charm for the general reader in no way detracts from its 
value to the student. An illustrated edition of this work is also being issued by 
Longmans in several volumes, three of which have already appeared: 
Vol. 1, Chaucer's England and the Early Tudors (1949, 21s.); Vol. I1, The Age 
of Shakespeare and the Stuart Period (1950, 21s.); Vol. III, The Eighteenth 
Century (1951, 21s.). Another treatise, rather more general and covering a 
longer period, is by R. J. Mitchell and M. D. R. Leys: A History of the English 
People (1950, Longmans, 27s.6d.). It gives a vivid description of social life, 
including domestic life, education, travel, and the use of leisure, from the 
Neolithic age to the end of the nineteenth century, with a short sketch of the 
period 1900 to 1914. 

A general study of feudal society is Austin Lane Poole’s Obligations of 
Society in the XII and XIII Centuries (1946, Oxford University Press, 10s.6d.), 
being the Ford Lectures delivered in the University of Oxford in 1944. For the 
fourteenth century there is a delightful social study by J. J. Jusserand: English 
Wayfaring Life in the Middle Ages (reprinted 1950, Benn, 15s.); it is an account 
of travellers, merchants, pedlars, wandering preachers and other users of the 
roads. On social life in later periods there are M. St. Clare Byrne’s Elizabethan 
Life in Town and Country (6th edition, revised, 1950, Methuen, 10s.6d.), 
M. Dorothy George’s London Life in the Eighteenth Century (reprinted 1951 
in Series of Reprints of Scarce Works on Political Economy, London School 
of Economics Publications Dept., 15s.) and her England in Transition: Life and 
Work in the Eighteenth Century (1931 Routledge), based on a series of broad- 
cast talks. For mid-nineteenth century social conditions in London the famous 
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contemporary description is Henry Mayhew’s London Labour and the London 
Poor (1851-62), from which Peter Quennell has edited selections in Mayhew’s 
London (new edition, 1951, Kimber, 25s.), Mayhew’s Characters (1951, 
Kimber, 21s.) and London’s Underworld (1951, Kimber, 18s.). The Common 
People, 1746-1946, by G. D. H. Cole and Raymond Postgate (1946, Methuen, 
10s.) describes the life of the ordinary people in its political and economic, as 
distinct from cultural, aspects, while The Age of the Chartists, 1832-1854, by 
J. L. and Barbara Hammond (1930, Longmans) is an account of social life in 
the districts most directly affected by the Industrial Revolution. Some of the 
influences leading to social reform are discussed by A. E. Dobbs in Education 
and Social Movements, 1700-1850 (1919, Longmans). 


Medieval economic life was largely bound up with the organization of the 
manor, a standard work on which, Sir Paul Vinogradoff’s The Growth of the 
Manor, has recently been reprinted (1951, Allen & Unwin, 18s.). For a detailed 
study it would be well to read some such description as H. S. Bennett’s Life on 
the English Manor: a Study of Peasant Conditions, 1150-1400 (1937, Cambridge 
University Press, 21s.); it is a general account, by a Fellow of Emmanuel 
College, Cambridge, of economic and social life in the thousands of English 
villages and hamlets under manorial rule, with due attention to agriculture, 
labour services, manorial jurisdiction and the influence of the Church. For a 
fuller appreciation of local variations it might be supplemented by Ada E. 
Levett’s Studies in Manorial History (1938, Oxford University Press, 25s.), 
consisting mainly of essays relating to the manors of St. Albans, Frances M. 
Page’s The Estates of Crowland Abbey (1934, Cambridge University Press, 
30s.), which is based upon the court- and account-rolls of certain manors of 
the Fenlands for the period 1258-1528, and Edward Miller’s The Abbey and 
Bishopric of Ely: the Social History of an Ecclesiastical Estate (1951, Cambridge 
University Press, 25s.), dealing with the tenth to fourteenth centuries. 


Medieval farming was carried on as a general practice in common fields 
rather than in individual estates. C. S. and C. S. Orwin, of the Agricultural 
Economics Research Institute, Oxford, consider the agricultural implications 
of this arrangement in The Open Fields (1938, Oxford University Press), and 
give details of the open fields still surviving in England. The process whereby 
much of the land came under individual control is described by E. C. K. 
Gonner, Brunner Professor of Economic Science in the University of Liver- 
pool, in his Common Land and Inclosure (1912, Macmillan), while Professor 
R. H. Tawney’s The Agrarian Problem in the Sixteenth Century (1912, Long- 
mans) describes the transition from small landholding to capitalist agriculture, 
and the social consequences. A further account of the change from the medi- 
eval system of landholding is given in W. H. R. Curtler’s The Enclosure and 
Redistribution of our Land (1921, Oxford University Press, 15s.), which 
carries the story to the passing of the Small Holdings Bill of 1908. 
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On the history of agriculture there are two short reviews, both of which 
begin by describing primitive methods and trace the developments to 
modern times: T. Bedford Franklin’s A History of Agriculture (1948, Bell, 
10s.6d.) and C. S. Orwin’s A History of English Farming (1949, Nelson, 8s.6d.). 
The standard history is Lord Ernle’s English Farming Past and Present (sth 
edition, 1936, Longmans), edited by Sir A. D. Hall; it begins with the 
manorial system of farming and ends with the technical progress and research 
of the twentieth century. The history of the taxes on corn is given by Profes- 
sor Donald G. Barnes in A History of the English Corn Laws from 1660-1846 
(1930, Routledge). C. R. Fay’s The Corn Laws and Social England (1932, Cam- 
bridge University Press, 17s.6d.) covers the same period, but from the social 
aspect. On the closely related topic of food there are two works of especial 
interest: Sir William Ashley’s The Bread of our Forefathers (1928, Oxford 
University Press), which considers the kinds of grain used for bread from 
medieval times, and J.C. Drummond and A. Wilbraham’s The Englishman’ s 
Food: a History of Five Centuries of English Diet (1939, Cape). 

In 1894 the Verein fur Sozialpolitik published an important work by 
Professor W. Hasbach, of the University of Kiel, which was later translated 
by Ruth Kenyon and published as No. 15 of the London School of Economics 
Studies in Economics and Political Science: A History of the English Agricul- 
tural Labourer (1920, P. S. King); the history is traced from the middle ages, 
and for the translation the account is extended to the year 1906. On an 
interesting period J. L. and Barbara Hammond’s The Village Labourer, 1760- 
1832 (4th edition, 1932, Longmans) describes the results of the policy pursued 
by the government in bringing to an end what was left of the medieval 
system of agriculture. A pleasant historical account of country life, with 
illustrations, is given in G. E. Fussell’s The English Rural Labourer: his Home, 
Furniture, Clothing and Food from Tudor to Victorian Times (1949, Batch- 
worth Press, 12s.6d.). 

The student of English industrial history might well begin with L. F. 
Salzman’s English Industries of the Middle Ages (new edition, 1923, Oxford 
University Press); it treats the leading medieval industries one by one, show- 
ing their chief centres, chronological development and conditions and 
methods of working. On the Industrial Revolution there are several works. 
There is a short account in the Home University Library by Professor T. S. 
Ashton entitled The Industrial Revolution, 1760-1830 (1948, Oxford Univer- 
sity Press, 5s.). One of the best known is Paul Mantoux’s The Industrial 
Revolution in the Eighteenth Century (new edition, 1947, Cape, 18s.), while 
J. L. and Barbara Hammond’s The Rise of Modern Industry (8th edition, 1951, 
Methuen, 18s.) is an attempt to explain to the general reader the significance 
of the revolution and the factors which determined when it should begin. 
W.H. B. Court’s The Rise of the Midland Industries, 1600-1838 (1938, Oxford 
University Press, 15s.) traces the concentration of industry in the district of 
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Birmingham and the Black Country; the more recent history of the region is 
given by G. C. Allen, Lecturer in Industrial Organization in the University 
of Birmingham, in The Industrial Development of Birmingham and the Black 
Country, 1860-1927 (1929, Allen & Unwin), which describes the decay of the 
older trades and the rapid advance of new manufactures, completely altering 
the structure of industry. 

It must be left to a later article to suggest reading on more specific topics, 
and on the economic and social history of Ireland, Scotland and Wales. There 
is one periodical, published for the Economic History Society, which must 
be mentioned at this stage: The Economic History Review, issued twice a year 
by A. & C. Black (15s. each number). Although many of the articles are of 
general interest they embody the results of extensive research. The publica- 
tion is indispensable to the student who wishes to keep abreast of modern 
knowledge on economic historical questions.

The Book: Value and Influence 


EIGHT DECISIVE BOOKS ON ANTIQUITY. F. R. Hoare. Sheed & 
Ward, 16s. 22-2 cm. 260 pages. Index. 
The criterion by which the late Mr. Hoare judged the ‘Decisive’ character of the 
selected ‘ Books’ is that of imparting cohesion to early societies by impressing on them 
a particular outlook, from which maxims guiding both rulers and ruled were inferred. 
As a secondary feature such books often expressed the traditionally received view of 
the societies’ origin and status. Only two books, Plato’s Republic and Aristotle’s 
Politics, are devoted to political speculation about the technique and end of the state. 
The others, varying from the Laws of Hammurabi to the Sayings of Confucius, and 
including the Books of Moses and the Homeric Epics, are shown to have had a more 
remote but nevertheless profound formative influence on the people whose traditions 
and aspirations they embodied. There is an important introduction on the methods of 
selection, together with trenchant criticism of the ‘Books’ from a largely Thomist 
point of view. (002)

GOD, MAN AND STATE: GREEK CONCEPTS. Kathleen Freeman. 
Macdonald, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 240 pages. Index. 


The Greek philosophers and law-givers concerned with arriving at concepts of God, 
man, society, education and law are presented chronologically from the Milesian 
school to the Neo-Platonists. The practice as well as the theories of Greek education 
are dealt with, and the practical achievements of such law-givers as Solon and Cleis- 
thenes are considered beside the philosophers’ theories. The author sets the develop- 
ment of these concepts against the background of Greek life and the cults and opinions 
of ordinary people in the communities where the philosophers worked. The book 
includes some fine translations and succeeds in bringing these long-discussed theories 
to those exercised with them today. (109-38) 


ON DREAMS. Sigmund Freud. A new translation by James Strachey. Hogarth 
Press and The Institute of Psycho-Analysis, 9s.6d. 22-2 cm. 88 pages. References. 
Index. (International Psycho-Analytic Library) 


Freud’s short study On Dreams was written a year after his major work The Interpreta- 
tion of Dreams, and, being his own résumé, is the best introduction to that epoch-making 
study. Its publication is very welcome since an earlier translation has been long out of 
print.

MIND. A Social Phenomenon illustrated by the Growth of Medical Knowledge. 
F. S. A. Doran. Watts, 10s.6d. 20-3 cm. 188 pages. Bibliography. Index. 


From primitive times, through the ancient civilizations down to western Christendom, 
the author traces the development of two distinct groups of opinion relative to the 
nature of the mind—the dualistic orthodox view according to which man is composed 
of a material body and a spiritual element dominated by the mind, and a monistic 
view regarding both the mind and the body as materialistic. Mr. Doran, himself a 
surgeon, accepts this latter view and in support of the hypothesis that mind is an 
expression of brain function, he sifts the evidence of philosophers, historians, anthro- 
pologists and physiologists of our time, such as Russell, Frazer, Sherrington and Adrian. 
He then shows how the content of the human mind is largely determined by the 
social force of tradition. (150) 


A DICTIONARY OF PSYCHOLOGY. James Drever. Penguin Books, 
3s.6d. 18 cm. 320 pages. Paper bound. (Penguin Reference Books) 


Penguin Books again bridge a gap in reference works for student and layman with 
this competent dictionary compiled by the late Emeritus Professor of Psychology, 
Edinburgh University, who throughout his career studied to make the science of 

sychology intelligible to the general reader. Here Professor Drever widens the 
we of the subject and increases the value of the dictionary by including also 
definitions and explanations of important terms employed in psychiatry and related 
branches of medical science, such as neuro-physiology and the physics of sensori-motor 
activity.

HISTORY OF MEDIAEVAL PHILOSOPHY. Vol. I. FROM THE 
BEGINNINGS TO THE END OF THE TWELFTH CENTURY. 
Maurice de Wulf. Translated from the 6th French edition by Ernest C. Messenger. 
Nelson, 21s. 22:2 cm. 335 pages. Frontispiece. Chapter bibliographies. Index. 

The progress of philosophy during the period a.p. 400-1200 is shown by the late 

M. de Wulf to have been a series of variations on Platonic and Aristotelian themes, 

largely though not exclusively developed by ecclesiastical authors and consequently 

involving the concepts of early Christian thought. The views of significant thinkers are 
outlined, and their implications discussed both for their philosophical significance and 
their relationship to contemporary theology and law. These more strictly philosophical 
issues are augmented by brief biographical studies of the authors and some account of 
the organization and teaching methods of the leading schools. Detailed bibliographies 
indicate sources for the further study of particular topics. (189)

ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF RELIGION AND RELIGIONS. E. Royston 
Pike. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 24 cm. 412 pages. 
In this encyclopaedia, which is the work of a single hand, the author attempts to give 
an account in articles of varying length of ancient and modern religions—their leading 
personalities, theological tenets, rites, ceremonies and organizations. The information 
provided is clear and compact, free from sectarian bias and well suited to the non- 
specialist reader for whom it is intended. Articles on the great world religions and the 
principal Christian Churches have been submitted to the judgment of experts. The 
inclusion of short bibliographies would have increased the usefulness of the book. (203) 


DIFFICULTIES. Being a correspondence about the Catholic Religion between 
Ronald Knox and Arnold Lunn. New edition with two additional letters in 
conclusion. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 18s. 22-2 cm. 288 pages. Index. 

This lively volume, which comprises a correspondence in which Ronald Knox replies 

to the difficulties raised by Arnold Lunn in the way of acceptance of Catholic belief 

and practice, was first published in 1932—two years before Lunn’s conversion to Rome. 

To the second edition each correspondent has added a characteristic letter with com- 

ments on the discussion and on the changes which have taken place in the form and 

content of religious controversy during the intervening period. (230-2) 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF ENGLISH THEOLOGY IN THE 
LATER NINETEENTH CENTURY. L. E. Elliott-Binns. Longmans, 
8s.6d. 19 cm. 147 pages. 

This volume contains the Burroughs Memorial Lectures 1950 delivered by Dr. 

Elliott-Binns, lately Canon of Truro Cathedral, and are intended to continue on a less 

massive scale the studies of Canon Storr on English theology in the nineteenth century. 

The author first describes the theological situation in 1860 and proceeds to deal with 

the impact of science and philosophy, biblical criticism, and biblical and dogmatic 

theology. In the final lecture he delineates the position at the close of the century with 
special reference to the growth of liberal ideas, the loss of authority and the decay of 
morals. These lectures reveal a wide acquaintance with the literature of the period, 
including the writings of Continental theologians, and may be confidently recom- 
mended to all students of nineteenth-century thought. (230-342) 
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CHRISTIAN DOUBT. Geddes MacGregor. Longmans, 15s. 20-3 cm. 176 pages. 
Indexes. 


The author, Professor of Philosophy and Religion at Bryn Mawr College, U.S.A., 
makes an eloquent plea for the recovery of wonder and doubt which he considers to be 
not only the mainspring of philosophy but the implicates of Christian Faith. He 
analyses the psychology of doubt, brings out the distinctive features of Christian doubt 
and contends that nothing short of faith sifted and ennobled by self-questioning and 
wonder can reveal the illimitable range of divine love. There is an interesting chapter 
on Christian reconciliation in which it is argued that reunion between the churches 
depends upon a willingness to subject rival dogmas to the revivifying and cleansing 
discipline of doubt. Professor MacGregor has a pungent style and the book is marked 
by freshness of thought and religious insight. (234-2) 


THE ASCENT OF MOUNT SION. Bernardino de Laredo. Being the third 
book of the treatise of that name translated from the Spanish with an introduction 
and notes by E. Allison Peers. Faber, 21s. 20-3 cm. 275 pages. Indexes. 


Bernardino de Laredo was a Spanish physician who in 1510 entered the Order of St. 
Francis as a lay brother and remained there until his death thirty years later. The third 
part of his work on the ‘Ascent’ here translated deals with the higher stages of con- 
templation and made a profound impression on St. Teresa. Professor Peers gives a 
lucid account of Laredo’s teaching and traces its influence on St. Teresa who had 
become apprehensive about the origin of those supernatural experiences which later 
she identified as the prayer of Quiet and the prayer of Union. The translation, based on 
the edition of 1538, deserves high praise and English readers have reason to be grate- 
ful for this introduction to a neglected classic in the literature of the contemplative 


life. (242) 


THE CHRISTIAN TASK IN INDEPENDENT INDIA. A.J. Appasamy. 
S.P.C.K., 12s.6d. 19 cm. 159 pages. 


The author is a bishop in the newly-formed Church of South India and well known as 
a provocative and constructive writer. In this volume, he considers the effect of the 
establishment of Independence on the life and work of the Christian Church in India. 
He contends that, because Christianity can no longer be regarded as an alien religion 
under a foreign power, it is now free to exert an increasing influence on Indian affairs. 
The problems which confront India—teligious, cultural, agricultural and economic— 
are acutely analysed and an attempt is made to indicate how the Christian community 
can function within the framework of a politically independent country. This book, 
written out of deep conviction and extensive knowledge, deserves a wide circulation 
among all who care for the welfare of India. (261) 


DISCIPLES OF ALL NATIONS. The Story of Christian Expansion. Basil 
Mathews. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 304 pages. 7 maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This book, which was in the press at the time of the author’s death in 1951, records in 

graphic style the history of the expansion of Christianity throughout the centuries. It 

traces with unusual skill what is described as ‘the most amazing true mystery story of 
all times’ from the emergence of a small group of disciples to the world-wide fellow- 
ship of the Christian Church as it exists today. The account of the growth of the 

Church during the past century is of peculiar interest and the author, who rendered 
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distinguished service to the missionary cause in many capacities, draws upon first-hand 
knowledge as he describes with a we alth of illustration the impressive developments of 
the younger churches. (266-09) 


CHRISTIANITY IN EUROPEAN HISTORY. Herbert Butterfield. 
Collins, 7s.6d. 22-2 cm. 64 pages. 
The Professor of Modern History in the University of Cambridge here examines a 
possible interpretation of the part played by C hristianity itself, as well as by ecclesias- 
tical systems, in the making of the Western world, and concentrates upon those in- 
fluences which spring from the very nature of Christianity. Finally, he inquires how 
far his conclusions have a bearing on the present time. The book adds another impor- 
tant footnote to his Christianity and History (1949). It was previously issued by the 
Oxford University Press in a paper bound edition. (270) 


A HISTORY OF THE EARLY CHURCH. Vol. IV. THE ERA OF 
THE CHURCH FATHERS. Hans Lietzmann. Translated from the German 
by Bertram Lee Woolf. Lutterworth Press, 18s. 22-2 cm. 212 pages. References. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This volume is the final instalment of the late Hans Lietzmann’s monumental work on 

the history of the early Church. He covers here the story of the Church during the 

latter half of the fourth century. The first two chapters, which contain a compressed 
but masterly account of the ecclesiastical and theological development of the period, 
are followed by an arresting picture of the conflict of Ambrose and the Emperor 

Theodosius, a well-balanced characterization of the life and work of Cyril of Jerusalem 

and Chrysostom, and an assessment of monasticism which deserves to rank as a 

classic. It had been the author’s intention to add chapters on ‘Civilization in the Fourth 

Century’ and the ‘Beginnings of Christian Art’. The volume, however, is complete in 

itself and is a model of meticulous scholarship and lucid expression. Dr. Woolf has 

produced an excellent translation. (270-2) 


CHURCH AND CHAPEL. A Study of the problem of Reunion in the light 
of History. R. A. Edwards. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 128 pages. 
The author, who is Canon of Norwich Cathedral, holds that the right approach to 
Reunion is historical rather than theological. He contends that discussions about the 
validity of orders and sacraments between the Church of England and Nonconformity 
lead nowhere unless it is recognized that Nonconformity sprang from the conviction 
that the Anglican method of preserving the medieval structure while retaining the 
doctrine of Justification by faith had failed to achieve its purpose. The situation in the 
English Church, he claims, has now changed and it is for Nonconformists to inquire 
whether their historic protest, at one period so salutary, is still needed. Canon Edwards 
shows considerable understanding of the Anglican and Nonconformist tradition and 
knows how to state his case. (280-1) 


JOHN BULL CONSIDERS HIS CHURCH. T. Dilworth-Harrison. 


Longmans, 3s. 16°§ cm. 124 pages. Paper bound. 


Believing that the main foe of the Church is not conscious hostility but an indifference 
based upon ignorance, the author, who is Archdeacon of Chesterfield, attempts to 
write a straightforward account of the history of the English Church and to expound 
in simple language its theological principles. The book should prove useful as a basis 
for discussion in study groups as well as in the ‘Schools of Religion’ set up after the 
Anglican Mission to London for which, we are told, it was specially designed. (283-42) 
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THE CONGREGATIONAL YEAR BOOK 1952. Edited by G. Newton 
Johnson. Congregational Union of England and Wales, 17s. boards. 21-5 cm. $86 pages. 
10 plates. Index. 

Besides a vast amount of miscellaneous information this reference book contains a 

descriptive list of all churches and their ministers, which is arranged by districts in 

England and Wales, and gives their secretary’s name and address. The Proceedings of 

the 1951 Assembly are given, and an alphabctical list of accredited ministers and others. 

There is also a list of ordained Congregational ministers serving abroad. (285-805)

THE ENGLISH VILLAGE. Victor Bonham-Carter. Penguin Books, 3s. 18 cm. 
256 pages. 29 illustrations. 30 line-drawings by Hellmuth Weissenborn in text. 
Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 

This is a serious attempt to provide basic information on all aspects of English village 

life. The author, who is an authority on the social and economic activities of the 

countryside, first summarizes the history of English country life from prchistoric 
times to the present day, and then isolates and interprets the constitucnt elements of the 
village. Finally, he comments on the changing scene and offers some tentative opinions 
regarding the future of rural communitics. Whilst full of interest for the general reader, 
this book has special value for the student who requires essential detail in cogent form.

The editor of The Twentieth Century, as the monthly journal The Nineteenth Century 

is now called, has gathered here over a hundred extracts from articles by Octavia Hill, 

Henry George, St. Loe Strachey, the 7th Earl of Shaftesbury, John Burns, T. H. 

Huxley, W. E. Gladstone, William Morris and others on the outstanding problems of 

their day. They are grouped under The Social Conscience, The Emancipation of 

Women, Religious Controversy, The Public Taste, The Idea of Government, and 

British Imperialism, and give a clear picture of the trends of opinion on these subjects 

during the later years of the nineteenth century. (308)

NEXT-YEAR COUNTRY. A Study of Social Organization in Alberta. Jean 
Burnet. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $4.00. 23 cm. 203 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is the third volume in a series sponsored by the Canadian Social Science Research 

Council to investigate the background of the Social Credit movement in Alberta. 

In her appraisal of the life of the local community of Hanna, Dr. Burnet is particular 

about facts and sympathetic to the people being studied. Followi ring her penetrating 

analysis of the problems she has concluded that the social disorganization of the rural 
community is caused as much by sociological as by economic factors. This report 
indicates the conditions within this prairie community: low standard of living, fluc- 
tuating economy, sparse population, lack of leadership and loneliness. All of these 
favoured the growth of the Social Credit movement. (309-1)

CATHOLIC POLITICAL THOUGHT, 1789-1848. Texts selected, with 
an introduction and biographical notes, by Béla Menczer. Burns Oates, 18s. 22-2 cm. 
213 pages. 

This volume illustrates the development on the Continent of a Catholic outlook on 

political theory and organization. A skilful selection has been made of passages from de 

Maistre, Bon ald, Chate aubriand, de Balzac, von Schlegel, Metternich, Cortés, Balmes 

and Veuillot, bearing on such questions as liberty, progress, society and the individual, 

authority in Church and State. An illuminating introduction packed with learning 
gives an historical sketch of the movement of Catholic thought in this sphere as well as 
an exposition of its main principles. Each sclected text is preceded by a succinct 
biography of its author. This collation renders an important service to students of 
politics and religion. (320-1)

AMERICAN DIPLOMACY, 1900-1950. George F. Kennan. Secker & 
Warburg, 12s.6d. 20-9 cm. 156 pages. 
The author is a distinguished United States diplomat, and an expert on Russia. The 
book is a series of lectures to an American audience, designed as an historical contribu- 
tion to the analysis of events in the field of American diplomacy since the Spanish war 
of 1898. An appendix reprints two articles on the sources of Soviet conduct and on 
America and the Russian future. One may not feel sure that the author’s assessment of 
the present position in Russia is correct, but his analysis of certain factors in the develop- 
ment of American foreign policy is acute and illuminating. (327°73)

ECONOMICS. An Introduction for the Student and for Everyman. N. B. Dearle. 
3rd edition. Longmans, 25s. 20-3 cm. $70 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 

After a preliminary discussion on ‘What is economics?’ the author presents a clear 

account of the theoretical and practical aspects of the subject, with sufficient details of 

its historical development to show the origins of current ideas. Additions to the work 

in this new edition include appendices on the national income, rationing, the Royal 

Commission on Population, the Equal Pay Commission, and the Keynesian theory of 


employment and unemployment. The author was formerly a Fellow of All Souls 
College, Oxford. (330)

Prepared for the Fabian Society. H. A. Clegg. Blackwell (Oxford), 9s.6d. 18-5 cm. 
15§ pages. 

Mr. Clegg, who is a Fellow of Nuffield College, Oxford, is the author of a pamphlet 

entitled Labour in Nationalized Industry which is in fact an interim report of a Fabian 

group. Owing to differences of opinion within the group a final report was not issued, 
but it was agreed that Mr. Clegg should write this individual essay. In it, in order to 
stimulate further discussion, he gives his own views on industrial democracy and its 
place in nationalized industry, discussing the forms of nationalization, problems of 
accountability and control, and the labour problems of productivity, collective bar- 
gaining and trade union organization. (331-15) 


METHODS OF WAGE PAYMENT IN BRITISH INDUSTRY. 
Norman C. Hunt. Pitman, 18s. 22-2 cm. 167 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Although there is a wide American literature on wage payments there is little on 
British practice. This work, by the Lecturer in Organization of Industry and Com- 
merce in the University of Edinburgh, conveniently fills the gap. After dealing briefly 
with non-financial incentives it discusses the various systems of financial payment: 
the time-rate system, payment by results (with an account of the trade union attitude 
to it), piece-work, bonus systems, group incentives, merit rating, profit-sharing and 
co-partnership. A final summary estimates the relative importance of these methods in 
the drive for increased output. (331-2) 


WAGES POLICY UNDER FULL EMPLOYMENT. Erik Lundberg, 
Rudolf Meidner, Gésta Rehn and Krister Wickman. Edited and translated by Ralph 
Turvey. Hodge, 6s. 19 cm. 96 pages. 

Little has been written in English on this subject, although it is recognized by econo- 

mists as of great importance. As Sweden has more experience of full employment than 

any other country Mr. Turvey, who is a Reader in Economics in the University of 

London, here gives English versions of articles which appeared originally in Tiden 

or in the Economisk Tidskrift. They are by four Swedish economists, respectively chief 

of the Konjunkturinstitut in Stockholm, specialists in labour economics employed by 

the Landsorganisationen and a specialist in welfare economics. (331-21) 


THE URBAN WORKING-CLASS HOUSEHOLD DIET, 1940 TO 
1949. First Report of the National Food Survey Committee. Ministry of Food. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 3s.6d. 24-4 cm. 120 pages. Index. Paper bound. 

The National Food Survey was designed as a check of the Government’s food policy 

during the war and up to 1949, and was directed mainly to the food consumption and 

expenditure of urban working-class households. The National Food Survey Commit- 
tee has now decided, in view of the social importance of the material, to base a series 
of reports upon it. T his first report presents, as annual averages, the main changes in 
food consumption, showing the consumption of individual foods, such as milk, cheese, 
meat and fish, and the energy value and nutrient composition of the diet. (331-83) 


PRODUCTIVITY AND TRADE UNIONS. F. Zweig. Blackwell (Oxford), 
21s, 22:2 cm. 240 pages. 

The author, a Simon Research Fellow in the University of Manchester, presents five 

reports on industrial relations, all of them bearing indirectly upon the impact of 

British trade unions on productivity. The report deals, respectively, with conditions in 
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building and civil engineering, cotton, iron and steel, printing, and engineering, in the 
years 1948 and 1949. From his researches into these industries, carried out by interviews 
with employers and workers, the author discusses what practices may be regarded as 
restrictive, how far they depend on union influences, and how they may be overcome.

Second in the series, this book shows how man’s use, or misuse, of the soil has in- 
fluenced the course of history. Edward Hyams, who is perhaps best known for his 
From the Waste Land, works a theme which is of paramount importance at the present 
time: that of the relationship of a community to its food resources. After considering 
men as members of a community living on soil, as parasites on soil, or as creators of an 
artificial soil community, he points the moral that they must now look to their origins 


and again become conscious of the sources of their food supplies if they are to learn 
how to live nobly and in peace.

Professor Cole, author of A Century of Co-operation, The World of Labour, The Pay- 
ment of Wages and other well-known works, has written this report for the Fabian 
Society. The views which he expresses on the relations between socialism and co- 
operation, and particularly his project for a great competing “mutual trading’ move- 
ment under State sponsorship, will not find general agreement; nor will every 
Co-operator attach as much importance as he does to the development of producers’ 
co-operation. At the same time his theories, which are illustrated by numerous statis- 
tical tables, should arouse keen interest and discussion. (3340942) 


CRADLED IN THE WAVES. The Story of a People’s Co-operative Achieve- 
ment in Economic Betterment on Prince Edward Island, Canada. J. T. Croteau. 
Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $3.25. 21 cm. 158 pages. 

Dr. Croteau is an American professor who went to Prince Edward Island during the 

depression of the thirties to teach sociology and economics. He became tremendously 

interested in credit unions and co-operatives as a means of social reconstruction. He 
soon found himself the leader of a movement to establish them on the Island. Through 
study groups, radio series and public lectures, farmers and fishermen learned the advan- 
tages of planning and working together. With the support of the Roman Catholic 

Church and the Provincial Government twenty-five co-operative societies and fifty 

credit unions were organized on the Island within a decade. (334°00717) 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF SOCIALISM DURING THE PAST 
FIFTY YEARS. The Webb Memorial Lecture delivered on 30 October 1951.

This work, which has been largely revised and expanded since the fourth edition in 
1946, is based on a profound knowledge of English law and of other systems. It is a 
consideration of those agencies by which rules of conduct acquire the character of law 
by becoming objectively definite, uniform and compulsory. In the first part Dr. Allen 
considers custom, its nature and origin, and its interpretation and application. Subse- 
quent chapters deal with the nature and history of the doctrine of precedent, and its 
authority and operation. There follows an account of equity—law and justice, its 
philosophical conception, equity in English law and as a source of law. Lastly, there 
are important chapters on main and subordinate legislation. The author was formerly 
Professor of Jurisprudence at Oxford. (340) 


THE REPUBLIC OF INDIA: THE DEVELOPMENT OF ITS 
LAWS AND CONSTITUTION. Alan Gledhill. Stevens & Sons, 45s.

In the first part of the book, the author, a former Judge of the High Court of Rangoon, 
traces the development in India of a federal and responsible form of government and 
deals with the main aspects of the present constitution. The second part, on the Indian 
legal system, provides an authoritative account of its organization and of the content of 
particular branches of Indian private law. This is an excellent introduction which 
should receive wide recognition for its authoritative and up-to-date character.

Part I] on private law surveys real property, 
family law, succession, procedure and pleading and the legal profession. The third 
part, Legislative Intervention in the Life of the Community, contains chapters on the 
rural economy, mercantile and industrial law, and on social services.

UNFAIR COMMENT UPON SOME VICTORIAN MURDER

An attractively written account of seven murder trials in England during the mid- 
Victorian period. The author, who is a barrister-at-law, has made an objective 
reconstruction of the trials, the circumstances of each murder or alleged murder, and 
has reassessed the validity of the evidence brought and comments on the correctness 
of the verdicts. This is a novel approach and one rarely attempted by a trained lawyer. 
The author’s conclusion is that “hardly any of the leading characters received their 
full deserts, while the only one to display any genuine signs of contrition was sent to 
the gallows !’ (343-1) 
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A TREATISE ON WILLS. Thomas Jarman. 8th edition by Raymond Jennings 
assisted by John C. Harper. 3 vols. Sweet & Maxwell, 273s. 25-4 cm. 2,562 pages. 
Tables. Index. 


This is the standard treatise on the English law of wills; it was first published in 1841 
and last appeared in 1930. It is a monumental work and its appearance is a noteworthy 
achievement in law publishing. All aspects of the subject are comprehensively covered. 
In general, Vol. I deals with forms and characteristics of wills, their execution and 
revocation, and with testators, devisees and legatees. It also deals with principles of 
interpretation of wills. Vols. II and III cover the subject-matter of wills. In addition 
considerable general revision, some sections on obsolescent or borderline branches of 

law have been omitted and a new chapter has been written on the Inheritance (Family 
Provision) Act, 1938. The editor is a Queen’s Counsel. (347°6)

The will of the members of a company or of its directors can only be expressed by 
means of votes cast at properly convened and constituted meetings. The conduct and 
procedure of meetings of companies registered under the Companies Acts are governed 
mainly by the Companies Act, 1948, and the Company’s articles of association. 
This book covers both the statutory provisions and the practical aspects of procedure. 
The first part, on the constitution and conduct of company meetings, deals with 
matters such as notice required, Chairman, quorum, motions and resolutions, voting, 
etc. The second part outlines the procedure of various kinds of company meetings.

The history of a London teaching hospital from its foundation by a city bookseller, 
Thomas Guy, in 1725 until its inclusion within the National Health Service in 1948. 
Beautifully presented and related with painstaking affection by past and present 
members of the staff, it will be warmly welcomed by Guy’s alumni and will interest 
many concerned with hospital administration, with medical education and history. 
The history of the hospital, the medical and dental schools, is told by the late Sir 
William Hale-White, H. A. Ripman, Professor T. B. Johnston and Mr. F. N. Double- 
day. The matron, Miss D. M. Smith, contrasts past and present systems of nursing 
and the late Sir Herbert Eason completes the record with an account of the famous 
hospital as it was in 1948. (362-11) 
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THE HEALTH SERVICES. Some of Their Practical Problems. Introduction 
by Henry Lesser.

The Institute of Public Administration accordingly held a 

conference in March 1951, bringing together representatives of all branches of the 

services as well as of important voluntary organizations to consider the practical 
problems of the health services as a whole.

In 1947 the Ministry of Education invited the National Foundation for Educational 

Research in England and Wales to undertake an inquiry into rewards and punish- 

ments in State schools. The investigation was carried out on a nation-wide basis during 

1948-50. Information was collected from Local Education Authorities, and surveys 

of opinion among teachers and senior pupils were made, together with studies of 

classroom behaviour. The general implications of the results of the survey are discussed 
in the final chapter. (371°S) 


THE NORWICH READING SCHEME. An account of a scheme for teach- 
ing reading in the infant and first-year junior school. Doris I. Read. Harrap, 7s.6d. 
20 cm. 80 pages, and colour supplement of 16 pages. 29 diagrams (16 repeated in 
colour supplement). 

The writer carried out experiments over a period of five years in the teaching of 

reading, and evolved the successful scheme which is here described. It is conceived as 

a series of progressive games, requiring physical and mental activity on the part of 

every child, and allows each to work at his own rate. Use is made of the basic interests 

of home and school, which widen and are included one by one as the scheme progresses 

Care has been taken in selecting the vocabulary, having regard to the language of 

childhood, and special attention has been given to colour, number, writing and draw- 

ing. The cards and other apparatus suggested are described in detail, and there is a 

colour supplement at the end of the book for the guidance of teachers. (372-4)

The booklet is meant to show the 
main difficulties to be encountered and how they may be overcome. Besides describing 
American distribution and sales promotion methods and the general conduct of 
business it lists the relevant United States government regulations. It explains the kinds 
of cover provided by the Export Credits Guarantee Department and gives the addresses 
of numerous administrative offices and trade and research organizations which are 
ready to give advice.

FOUNDATIONS OF INFERENCE IN NATURAL SCIENCE. 
John Oulton Wisdom. Methuen, 22s.6d. 22-2 cm. 254 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
A critical survey of various views of scientific inference that have been developed over 
the past thirty years. It contains a good deal of detailed explanation and exposition of 
ideas—notably those of Keynes—that have formerly been quoted and put forward 
somewhat cryptically but not explained. Part I discusses and illustrates the method of 
hypotheses. Part II concerns Induction, and Part III deals with some philosophical 
implications of Probability in relation to the problem of Induction. Part IV attempts 
a solution of this problem through the present approach. (sor)

VECTOR METHODS APPLIED TO DIFFERENTIAL GEOMETRY, 
MECHANICS, AND POTENTIAL THEORY. Daniel Edwin Ruther- 
ford. 7th edition. Oliver & Boyd, 6s. 18-8 cm. 143 pages. Tables. Diagrams. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. (University Mathematical Texts) 

In this edition of a well known and deservedly popular text-book no major alterations 

have been made, although various minor improvements and corrections have been 

incorporated. The book, which is suitable for beginners, is on the theory and applica- 
tion of vector algebra and calculus. There are chapters on differential geometry, 
mechanics, potential theory, hydrodynamics, Laplace’s equation and four-dimensional 

vectors. Numerous exercises to be worked by the reader are included. (512-8)

STATISTICAL CALCULATION FOR BEGINNERS. E.G. Chambers. 
2nd edition. Cambridge University Press, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 178 pages. Tables. Index. 
The book is mainly intended for students of the biological sciences, and psychology, 
but the principles described are basic to statistical work and will be a useful introduc- 
tion to the subject for anyone who has to use statistical methods. For this second edition 
the main additional material is an account of the binomial distribution (chapter IV), 
the calculation of ¢ from arbitrary origins, of the variance ratio and of the standard 
error of the difference between proportions (chapter V), the introduction of the 
Kendall co-efficient of rank correlation (chapter VII). A method of fitting linear and 
logarithmic curves to observational data is explained in chapter 1X. Chapters X and 
XI are entirely new, the latter giving a short introduction to the method of analysis 
of variance. There are many exercises with answers and worked examples, all of which 
involve the use of arithmetic only. (519)

EXPERIMENTAL SPECTROSCOPY. Ralph Alanson Sawyer. 2nd, revised, 
edition. Chapman & Hall, 30s. 23 cm. 368 pages. 110 illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 
The purpose of this book is to discuss prism and grating spectographs and the tech- 
niques of their use in research. It is intended for students of spectroscopy and for those 
in research laboratories who wish to make use of spectroscopic procedures. Extensive 
mathematical treatments have been avoided and the primary emphasis has been laid 
on those principles and techniques that are fundamental to practically all uses of 
spectroscopic equipment. The book is well produced and answers its purpose admir- 
ably. The author is a Professor of Physics in the University of Michigan, U.S.A.

ELEMENTS OF THERMODYNAMICS AND _ STATISTICAL 
MECHANICS. E. O. Hercus. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, Australia): 
Cambridge University Press (London), 21s. 22-2 cm. 172 pages. 28 figures. References. 
A basic text for science degree students majoring in physics; it is divided into: I Ele- 
ments and Thermodynamics, II Statistical Mechanics, and III a set of ten appendices. 
The first part deals with the first and second laws of thermodynamics including 
entropy, thermodynamics of moving fluids, equilibrium in thermodynamic systems, 
homogeneous and heterogeneous systems, and electrical and radiation applications. 
The second part covers Boltzmann, Bose-Einstein, and Fermi-Dirac statistics, con- 
sidered individually and by comparison. The appendices are chiefly mathematical 
notes and include brief studies of Wien’s law and the Rayl-Jeans formula for the energy 
density of complete radiation enclosed in a cavity. A moderate knowledge of mathe- 
matics is required. The book is to be recommended as a basic study of the two subjects 
dealt with, but it does not set out to be in any way exhaustive. The author is Associate 
Professor of Physics in the University of Melbourne, Australia. (536-1)

ALPINE GLACIERS. A. E. Lockington Vial. Batchworth Press, 30s. 25-4 cm. 
126 pages. 86 illustrations. 7 diagrams in text. Index. 

Mr. Lockington Vial has applied his skill as a photographer with good effect to the 

recording of glaciers and their setting. His photographs convey striking impressions of 

the often fantastic forms into which the ice is contorted, split or eroded on its slow 

passage from the icefield to the glacier’s snout. Some of his photographs are very good 
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indeed for their qualities of composition, depth and texture. His introduction is rathér 
discursive, embodying some account of the formation and characterisfits of glaciers 
with advice to those anxious to make their acquaintance at first hand. (551-31)

WEATHER WHYS. T. A. Ryder. G. Elliot (Kingswood, Surrey), 6s. 19 cm. 
144 pages. 18 photographs. 20 text figures. Bibliography. Index. (Right Way Books) 
This little book is written in simple language but does not condescend, so that all types 
of readers, including specialists in other fields, will find it useful. While mainly con- 
cerned to explain the physical characteristics of the atmosphere and consequent weather 
sequences, it also explains practically the signs whereby the reader can do his own local 
forecasting, or at any rate modify the official rather broad reports to the peculiarities 
of his own area. There is an interesting critique of local weather sayings and lore.

MANOMETRIC METHODS as Applied to the Measurement of Cell Respira- 
tion and Other Processes. Malcolm Dixon. 3rd edition. Cambridge University Press, 
14s. 19 cm. 184 pages. 20 text figures. References. Index. 
This handbook containing the complete theory and full practical details of manometric 
methods has been of great value to workers in the botanical, biochemical and physio- 
logical fields. The author, who is Reader in Enzyme Biochemistry in the University of 
Cambridge, has thoroughly revised the text of this third edition which appears seven 
years after the previous one. Obsolete material has been eliminated and new added, 
including the set of nomograms by which the constants of Warburg and Barcroft 
type manometers can be obtained; thus by its use much calculation involved in 
manometric work will be shortened. (s74°19) 


THE FRESHWATER LIFE OF THE BRITISH ISLES. John Clegg. 
Warne, 21s. 17 cm. 352 pages. 67 photographs (16 in colour). 95 text figures. 
Bibliography. Index. (Wayside and Woodland Series) 

A new volume in this series is an event. Most of them fall into one of two types, hand- 

books for identification and general surveys. This book is a survey, covering the physi- 

cal characteristics of freshwater habitats and the way in which these dictate the 
communities living in each. Chapters follow on plants (including microscopic forms), 
bacteria and fungi, animals from protozoa through coelenterates, worms, insects, 
crustacea and molluscs up to vertebrates, chiefly explaining how types are adapted to 
living in water. Finally come hints on collecting and preserving specimens. The book 
is chiefly useful as background information to young students and amateurs. (574-5)

SURREY NATURALIST. Eric Parker. Hale, 18s. 22:2 cm. 310 pages. 
33 photographs. Indexes. 

The author, well known as a previous editor of The Field, has collected here a miscel- 
lany of natural history and literary ‘vignettes’ concerning the county of Surrey. Any- 
one fond of the country will delight in the easy way in which these are strung together. 
Longer essays are devoted to the changes that Surrey has suffered, descriptions of 
Surrey rivers, including a record of the formation of one of the Mole ‘swallows’, the 
sudden appearance of a vast pit by subsidence, Surrey naturalists, Surrey poets and 
literary personages; the crannies are filled with shorter personal observations on local 
natural history. At the end is a selected naturalists’ calendar. (574°942) 
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Zoology 
NAME THIS INSECT. Eric Fitch Daglish. Dent, 15s. 18-5 cm. 320 pages. 
64 plates (16 in colour). Drawings in text. Index. 
This book should satisfy a long-felt want for the amateur naturalist who wishes 
to identify the commoner insects other than butterflics and moths (though these 
groups are also included). A general introduction explains the biology of insects and 
the rest of the book is arranged for speedy reference to all the commoner species. First 
is a dichotomous key to the main groups; then each group has a brief introduction, 
followed by a similar key to the species; finally each species has a brief note on distribu- 
tion and habits. The keys are not fool-proof, but with a little perseverance a reader 
should quickly be able to name any of the usually found species. (595°7) 


A POCKET-BOOK OF BRITISH MOTHS. George E. Hyde. Black, 
8s.6d. 17 cm. 160 pages. 8 colour plates. 64 photographs. Index. 

A book of this scope can only cover a selection of the 2,000 and more species of British 

moths, but most of the common ones are described; they are treated by groups which 

is an excellent way of introducing a beginner to the study of moths and an aid to the 

use of larger reference books later on. The colour plates depict over 200 species. No 

scientific names are used. (595-78) 


BIRD RECOGNITION. II: BIRDS OF PREY AND WATER- 
FOWL. James Fisher. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 18 cm. 192 pages. 85 illustrations by 
Fish-Hawk. 82 maps compiled by W. B. Alexander. 71 charts by the author. Index. 
Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 

This second volume, covering owls, hawks, herons, geese, ducks and divers, follows 

its highly successful predecessor after a long interval. Two further volumes are still to 

come. Each species is given a summarized description with field characters, notes on 
breeding, distribution and further literature, together with a wash drawing (good 

except for the owls), distribution map and life history diagram. At the beginning is a 

key for finding the species and at the end are special plates showing diagnostic charac- 

ters of hawks and ducks in flight and winter plumages of divers and grebes. A book 

useful to all naturalists, especially for its small pocket format. (598-2) 


THE GREENSHANK. Desmond Nethersole-Thompson. Collins, 15s. 20-5 ct 
256 pages. 46 photographs (4 in colour). 6 text figures. Bibliography. Index. (New 
Naturalist) 

The greenshank is a medium-sized wading bird which is rare in Britain, being con- 

fined for breeding to the north of Scotland. The author has spent many years studying 

its breeding biology intensively and his text, written in an easy style which will appeal 
to the non-specialist reader, brings vividly to the imagination the long hours of watch- 
ing on heather moors and bogs beneath the mountains. Chapters deal with world 
distribution, habitat, territory, voice, the various phases of breeding, and behaviour; 
and appendices contain many field-notes. Most interesting is the way in which the 
author followed individual birds throughout their lives by idiosyncrasies of behaviour.

THREE STUDIES IN BIRD CHARACTER. Lord William Percy. 
Country Life, 21s. 22-2 cm. 64 pages of text. 83 photographs by the author. 

Although, as the title implies, this book deals with three species of birds—the bittern, 

the heron and the water-rail—over half of the admirable photographs and even more 
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of the text are devoted to the bittern. The account of its breeding behaviour is emi- 
nently first-hand. The author describes, among other things, the use of the powder 
patches to remove slime from the feathers, the amount of food a single bird will carry 
to her brood, when accustomed to receive a supply from the observer, and the at- 
tempts to obtain evidence of any assistance by the male in rearing the young. The 
section on water-rails also contains much new information. (598-2) 


THE LYREBIRDS OF SHERBROOKE. L. H. Smith. Georgian House 
(Melbourne, Australia) and Phoenix House (London), 21s. 24:3 cm. $4 pages, 
35 illustrati ns. 

An ardent student of nature, Dr. Smith has spent many hours in Sherbrooke Forest, 

near Melbourne, Victoria, studying the habits of the lyrebird, which is renowned for 

its song, its skill as a mimic and, especially in the case of the male, its beautiful plumage. 

The lyrebird is wary of the approach of humans; the author’s photographs are for this 

reason a valuable record. Bird lovers will find the text equally interesting. (598-2994)

from the mother to the foetus in rabbits. They indicate that the antibodies reach the 

foetus through the uterine lumen and the yolk-sac, and not through the placenta. The 
main purpose of the book is to discuss the implications of these researches rather than 
to present a critical review of the transmission of passive immunity from mother to 
young in mammals. Veterinary and medical research workers should find this work of

Volume 8, dealing with a wide range of subjects from Latah and Amok to Motor 
Neurone Disease, is of the same high standard as its forerunners. Into it are concen- 
trated chapters relating to diseases of the lung, the lymphatic system, and mental 
diseases. Several topics are of especial interest to workers in tropical medicine and the 
rest of the volume consists of learned and stimulating contributions selected to ensure 
the value of the encyclopaedia to the whole medical profession of today, and to the 
research workers and historians of tomorrow.

The title disguises an authoritative reference work and essential text-book for post- 
graduate diploma students in public health. It first covers with much practical detail 
health problems such as the collection of vital statistics, disease prevention and control, 
occupation and health, maternal and child welfare, school health services, the care of 
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physical and mental defectives, nutrition and food. Then, with the same meticulous 
care, those aspects of public health are discussed which also concern the engineer and 
builder—atmospheric pollution, ventilation, heating, lighting, water supplies, treat- 
ment of waste products and building construction. Finally the main Acts constituting 

ublic health law in England and Wales are summarized with the relevant model by- 
a orders, memoranda, and the reports bearing upon them. The value of this work 
to those responsible for the organization of public health services and to practical 
workers in the field, medical officers of health and sanitary inspectors, cannot be 
exaggerated.

Pharmacists recognize the worth of this reliable manual intended primarily for students 
of pharmacognosy. The text is now revised in accordance with the British Pharma- 
copoeia, 1948, and the British Pharmaceutical Codex, 1949. Special attention is given to 
drug standards and more vegetable drugs are added, such as some spices, flavouring 
agents and insecticidal matcriais. Besides giving instructions for laboratory work and 
systematically describing crude drugs of vegetable and animal origin, the author 
discusses in this very thorough review their constituents, cultivation, collection, drying, 
preservation and adultcrants. The numerous and clear line-drawings are carefully 
designed to bring out specific and diagnostic characters of the drugs. (615)

Designed by its late author to bridge the gap in the medical curriculum between the 
courses in pharmacology and therapeutics, this standard work has now been thorough- 
ly revised by the editors, respectively Readers in Applied Pharmacology and Pharma- 
cology in the University of London. While they have rewritten most chapters, added 
about sixty new figures, and have incorporated many advances made during the last 
twelve years in this highly specialized subject, they have at the same time laboured to 
preserve the broad foundations upon which the text-book has always been based. Thus 
they retain Clark’s practice of discussing the physiological and pathological problems 
concerned in drug action, refer throughout the work to the original research on the 
subject, and thereby greatly increase its value to student and practitioner. Of special 
interest is the series A proncliom on the pharmacology of infections. (6155) 


BONE LESIONS OF YAWS IN UGANDA. C. J. Hackett. Blackwell 
(Oxford), 45s. 24°7 cm. 210 pages. 133 illustrations. References. Index. 
Dr. Hackett’s investigation undertaken in 1937-40, while he was holder of a Senior 
Fellowship in Tropical Medicine of the Medical Research Council, is a continuation 
of his field work on boomerang leg in Australia. Three thousand X-ray exposures were 
made of 362 cases of yaws of the Lango tribe, 201 of whom were observed for periods 
up to eighteen months for this study, one conclusion of which is that although there 
is a great similarity between the bone lesions of yaws and those of syphilis, these 
diseases must still be regarded as separate entitics. The monograph, with its copious 
and illuminating radiographs and photographs, provides a record of lasting value 
which must be added to libraries where the various specialities of medicine are repre- 
sented, and certainly to every library of tropical medicine. (616-7) 
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INTRODUCTION TO CLINICAL NEUROLOGY. Gordon Holmes.

The author, Consulting Physician to the National Hospital for Nervous Diseases, 
London, does not aim to give simplified descriptions of injuries and diseases of the 
nervous system, but rather very thoroughly to discuss the symptoms and physical signs 
which present themselves or may be revealed by clinical examination. In this second 
edition are incorporated important advances of the last five years, including additional 
knowledge of the role of the hypothalamus and the functions of separate parts of the 
nervous system, such as the higher levels of the motor system and of their application 
in clinical neurology. (616-8) 


NEW OUTLOOK ON MENTAL DISEASES. F. A. Pickworth. Wright

In this general survey, the Consultant Pathologist, Group 6 Hospitals, Birmingham, 

considers the pathology usually associated with mental disorders, and correlates it with 

such disturbances of the mind. The new outlook emphasized in the title is essentially 
that of the pathologist, who observes that the mind can develop with a partly damaged 
brain, and that it can recover from its disorders although structural defects of the central 
nervous system cannot be repaired. Dr. Pickworth draws evidence for his explanation 
of mental diseases from his own experience as pathologist, and also from that of others 
of this century, to whose studies workers in the fields of neurology, psychiatry and 
pathology are referred in the bibliography of 600 references. (616-8)

The Physician to the West End Hospital for Nervous Diseases, who at the senior 

author’s request undertook the complete revision of a work long recognized as a guide 

for senior students and practitioners, has retained the original arrangement by symp- 
toms and regions, although some of the material is now transferred to other sections in 
accordance with modern teaching. Throughout are incorporated the advances of the 
last seven years, important and minor, in intelligence tests, meningitis, the cranial 
nerves, particularly in disorders of vision and hearing, pain, recurrent and transient 
palsies, clectro-diagnosis, including electro-myography and intracranial tumours. New 
illustrations have been added and others improved in this reference book for which 
there is still no substitute. (616-8)

The whole body of information including recent advances is presented thoroughly 

and lucidly in this well-illustrated reference work, now completely revised and issued 

in four volumes, Volumes 1 and 2 of which have already been noted in this journal. 

Vol. 3 covers the common neoplasins of the heart and thorax, abdomen and sole, and 

the male and female external genitalia. Other specialists contributing chapters are 

Price Thomas on intrathoracic tumours, Stanley Lee on malignant disease of orso- 

phagus, stomach, rectum and anus, and Lederman on gynaccological cancer. In 

Vol. 4, whose text has been almost entircly rewritten, misccllaneous tumours, those 

of the skin, kidney, testis and prostate, sarcoma of bone and soft tissue, and tumours of 
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lymphoid tissue, are exhaustively discussed by the author and his seven collaborators. 
It also includes new chapters on the reticuloses and leukaemias. Throughout new 
observations on a large number of patients are incorporated, the volumes are excel- 
lently documented, and the result is a fine and solid achievement.

Written by the neurosurgeon to two London hospitals, for students preparing for 
higher surgical examinations and for neurosurgeons in training, this attractive small 
book fills a gap in British surgical literature, and the interest of the subject, the clear 
and concise manner of treatment, will commend it to the non-specialist. Dr. J. G. 
Murdoch and Dr. T. B. L. Roberts contribute the chapter on anaesthesia for intra- 
cranial operations, and Mr. Oliver deals finally with the surgical treatment of Parkin- 
sonism, a subject in which he is particularly interested. The surgery of the autonomic 
nervous system and peripheral nerves, being outside the exclusive terrain of the neuro- 
surgeon, are not considered in this well-illustrated text-book. (617)

nine years have necessitated a thorough revision of the text, much of which has been 
rewritten, and several hundred new illustrations have been introduced. In Vol. 

among the chapters appearing for the first time to which Sir Reginald Watson-Jones 
draws attention, are those on shock, stress and the adaptation syndrome; the treatment 
of open fractures and joint wounds, including chemotherapy, early closure of wounds

Lectures given to graduates and medical students in the Royal Infirmary, Edinburgh, 

form the basis of the manual, whose practical usefulness is much enhanced by ample 

and clear illustrations.

In this book the principles, construction and operating characteristics of all the main 

classes of alternators, induction motors, synchronous motors, polyphase commutator 

motors, single-phase motors and rotary converters are described. The book, which is 
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elementary in scope, is designed to appeal to the engineer in practice who wishes to 
have a clear recourse to a mathematical treatment. It is readable, with numerous clear 
and helpful illustrations and diagrams. The mathematical knowledge required of the 
reader is very slight and many numerical examples are given that will prove useful to 
the student of electrical engineering. (621-313) 


ELECTRICAL INSTRUMENTS AND MEASUREMENTS. W. 
Alexander. Cleaver-Hume Press, 128.6d. 19 cm. 352 pages. 112 text figures. Tables.

For a basic knowledge of electrical engineering a good understanding of the principles 

of electrical measurements and of the working of measuring instruments is essential. 

This book gives a clear, concise and well-illustrated account of the whole range of 

electrical instruments including industrial metering and instrument testing. The book 

does not deal with electrical instruments for measuring non-electrical quantities nor 
with oscillography. It will be a useful text-book for students fda engineering, 

technicians and contractors concerned with electrical work. The book contains a 

number of useful appendices on instrumentation, and test questions on each of its 

fifteen chapters. Answers to the numerical questions are given. (621-37)

Asa manufacturer of test equipment the author is well qualified to write on this subject 

and the chief difference between the third edition of 1947 and the present work lies in 

the expansion of the chapter on Special Applications. The book is of a comparatively 
simple character but references enable the more serious student to follow the subject 
in greater detail. The information given is factual and no attempt is made to go into 
the mathematical theory, and the work should prove of great use to the laboratory 
technician and service man, while the junior student will find it of use for initial 
reading.

Among 
the subjects dealt with are: electro-acoustics, diaphragm operation, and studio micro- 
phones. While it is intended to serve as a text-book for students and operational 
engineers employed in broadcasting, it is assumed that readers already have a basic 
knowledge of electrical engineering in general and of alternating-current theory in 
particular.

A proportion of his book has appeared previously in 
Monastic Agriculture in Scotland, which earned the David Berry prize in 1949 awarded 
by the Royal Historical Society. As a brief history this work is admirable, and should 
prove a handy reference book for all students interested in its particular scope.

The first edition of this book, which all gardeners, farmers and especially agricultural 

advisory officers find indispensable for reference, was issued by the Agricultural 

Research Council in 1943, followed by a supplement of more colour photographs in 

1944. These have been combined and new photographs added for this edition. The 

text gives an account of the commoner mineral deficiencies and their relation to soil 

types and the physiology of the plants concerned. Tables for quick consultation and 
diagnosis follow and, finally, the extremely fine series of colour photographs illus- 

trating typical deformations and discolorations.

This book reviews succinctly the literature up to 1948 on the morphology, bionomics, 

distribution, effects on the host and control of the cyst-forming species of Heterodera. 

The author is the recognized authority on these eelworms, having contributed much 

important work in this field, particularly in their systematic identification. The book, 

the only one on this subject, is essential to all who have to deal with nematodes. It is 
unfortunate that, through production delays, important new work could not be 
reviewed although some is referred to. There are adequate illustrations and a full

THE FRUIT GARDEN DISPLAYED. Royal Horticultural Society and Oxford

Following the outstanding success of its Vegetable Garden Displayed, the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society has now published a similar compendium of authoritative guidance 
for the amateur fruit grower. In separate sections devoted to each of the fruits—soft 
and hard—grown in Great Britain, instructions are given for the preparation and 
manuring of the ground, the planting, pruning and training of-trees and bushes, the 
thinning and gathering of fruit and also for propagation and the prevention, control 
and elimination of pests and diseases. Each operation is copiously illustrated with 
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exceptionally clear and instructive diagrams and photographs which will resolve many 
of the beginner’s doubts and uncertainties. Lists of the best varieties, a helpful section 
on fertility rules and a calendar for spraying make this an invaluable reference book, 
while many gardeners will particularly appreciate the realistic chapter devoted to the 
reclamation of the neglected fruit garden. (634)

of roads and bridges calls bee high priority. His facilities are sure to be limited, and he 
must find and use local material as far as possible. This book is obviously based on 
many years’ experience as a forestry officer in India. The theory is limited to the types 
of construction likely to be adopted and this is generously supplemented by practical 
advice and experience. It should suffice to enable a reader with an elementary know- 
ledge of constructional methods to undertake such work with confidence. (634-928)

GARDENS AND GARDENING. Vol. III. HARDY PLANTS. The 
Studio Gardening Annual. Edited by F. A. Mercer and Rcy Hay. Studio Publications, 
18s.

The contributors to this volume are all acknowledged authoritics in their particular 

subjects. For example, Montagu Allwood writes on Carnations, Allan G. Langdon on 

Delphiniums, N. Leslie Cave on Irises, James Kelway on Paconies, and E. R. Ranson 

on Michaelmas Daisies. Each section is copiously illustrated and contains full cultural 

notes and lists of the best varieties with an indication of their special qualitics and 
flowering period. There are also sections on garden design, with special reference to 
the problems of the owner gardener, and also on the choice of hardy plants for, and 

the labour-saving management of, herbaceous borders. (635-9) 


CACTI. A. Bertrand and A. Guillaumin. Crosby Lockwood, 16s. 19-3 cm. 8 colour 
plates and 51 photographs by A. Bertrand and G. Richard.

The authors, Président-Fondateur de I’ Association Francaise des Amateurs de Cactées 
and Professeur de Culture au Muséum National d’Histoire Naturelle, respectively, 
have collaborated to produce an essentially practical and beautifully illustrated hand- 
book for the guidance of amateur cactus growers. After describing the natural habitat 
of cacti and suggesting certain general rules for their cultivation and propagation, they 
proceed to more detailed consideration of the characteristics and cultural requirements 
of a wide selection of individual genera and species. Notes on the pests and diseases 
affecting cacti and a guide to published literature on the subject follow. (635-93) 


WILD FLOWERS IN THE GARDEN. Walter E. Th. Ingwersen. Bles, 
16s.

Many botanists and gardeners prefer the modest beauty of British wild flowers in their 
gardens to exotic and cultivated forms.

It has been difficult to prevent some parts of the book from 
becoming a catalogue because of its wide scope, but in some sections, such as those on 
Ericaceae and Primulaceae, enthusiasm has happily outrun the strict allocation of space.

There are also useful sections about attracting wild birds in a garden, what to do about 

wild animals picked up injured, strayed pets, and so on.

The author, who is attached to the National Institute of Indus- 
trial Psychology, stresses the need for the employer to approach staff interviewing 
with a knowledge of psychology, and definite ideas as to what qualifications, both 
mental and physical, he requires for the particular post under consideration. The author 
discusses both the long and the short interview.

This book provides a simple and accurate means for estimating pipe resistance for the 

flow of non-aqueous liquids. It contains a series of pipe-resistance diagrams covering 

a wide range of conditions. It is a simple matter to select the most appropriate one and 

obtain without calculation an answer to any particular problem. The book should be 

useful to all designers concerned with plant involving the flow of non-aqueous 

liquids. The author is a well-known expert in hydraulic engineering. (660-28) 


COOLING TOWERS. With Special Reference to Mechanical-draught Systems. 
J. Jackson. Butterworth in association with Imperial Chemical Industries, 21s. 24-4 cm.

A very workmanlike handbook, clearly written, well arranged and concise. Its main 

purpose is to show the technologist the methods by which gas-water and air-water 

direct contact heat exchangers may be designed and tested. Worthy of mention are 
the clear diagrams and design charts and the excellent photographs of various types of 

cooling towers, packings and distributors. Chemical engineering students have here a 

modest but model text-book covering a field which might well be studied before the 

wider one of distillation.

particularly by damping measurements and X-ray diffraction. The present book surveys 
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all known methods and their variants for the non-destructive testing of metals, elec- 
trical, mechanical, acoustical, X-ray, optical and chemical. Even those familiar with 
the field will be startled by the immense variety of tests available. The author sum- 
marizes the nature of each test and indicates its field of utility; the comments are neces- 
sarily highly condensed, but bibliographical references are given. There is a tabular 
summary of the tests in an appendix.

Written 
in a clear, direct and pleasant style, well indexed and edited with grace and under- 
standing, this book covers fields not adequately surveyed in recent years and where 
much progress has occurred of fundamental importance to the rubber industry. 
Coming from a body with a high international reputation for the quality, scope and 
volume of its researches and publications, this is an authoritative work which is quite 
indispensable for instructing students already grounded in rubber technology and for 
refreshing and clarifying the knowledge of their seniors. (678-04)

BUILDING IN ENGLAND DOWN TO 1sgpo. L. F. Salzman. Oxford 
University Press, 50s. 25-4 cm. 645 pages. 22 illustrations. Indexes. 
This is a history of the medieval building crafts, based on contemporary documentary 
evidence on the actual processes of building. The period covered extends from Saxon 
times to the Dissolution of the Monasteries, and the book, which contains much 
information of interest to scholars and students of the Middle Ages, is concerned 
mainly with hours and wages, methods and materials, and trade terms. Appendices 
quote relevant passages from writers of the time, and reproduce verbatim many build- 
ing contracts. The work, sparsely illustrated with documents and manuscripts, is 
meticulously indexed, and impresses the reader with the patient care with which it has 
been compiled.

TOWNS AND BUILDINGS DESCRIBED IN DRAWINGS AND 
WORDS. Steen Eiler Rasmussen. Translated from the Danish by Eve Wendt. 
Liverpool University Press, 21s. 22-2 cm. 207 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

This is an English version, but not a literal translation, of a delightful book published 

in Denmark in 1949. The author, a distinguished Danish architect, is well known to 

many British readers for his London: the Unique City, a highly individual but perspi- 
cacious appreciation. In Towns and Buildings, Professor Rasmussen accompanies us on 

a tour through space and time, in which he traces the architectural development of the 

great cities of the past and present against the background of the widely varying 

cultures of their inhabitants. The text is illustrated with charming drawings, sketches 
and plans of buildings, and the people who lived in them. (720°9) 
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THE GEORGIAN BUILDINGS OF BRISTOL. Walter Ison. Faber, sos. 
25 cm. 248 pages. 64 plates. 24 line-drawings. Bibliography. Index. 

Walter Ison’s beautifully produced book on Georgian Bath is perhaps the outstanding 
reference book on that splendid town. Except for London, Bristol still possesses the 
most varied array of buildings of the same period and the publication of this survey 
by such an eminent authority is of exceptional importance. It is an impressive monu- 
ment to the author’s diligent researches and discriminating taste, comprehensive, well 
arranged and extremely readable. After a brief historical chapter on the city’s develop- 
ment, all the significant public and domestic buildings are described and their archi- 
tectural characteristics analysed. The appearance of the book is worthy of its contents.

DEVELOPING: THE NEGATIVE TECHNIQUE. C. I. Jacobson. 11th 
edition.

First published in 1940, this book has been translated into Spanish and Dutch. The 
sixth edition brought fine-grain development up to date, later editions being reprints. 
Sensitive material and the problem of its development is considered theoretically and 
practically and the book deals fully with the essential functions of cach constituent of 
a developer. The effect of time and temperature, hints on compounding solutions, the 
dark-room and safe-lights are dealt with and full details given of all modern standard 
developers, stop baths, desensitizers, fixing, washing, intensification and other after- 
treatment. Its simple style is suited to the general reader but the thirty-one tables, 
212 formulae and many well-chosen plates and diagrams make it an encyclopedic 
reference work for the expert. It is a big job very well done, by a leading photographic 
writer.

LEICA GUIDE. How to Work the Leica and How to Work with the Leica. 
Walter Daniel Emanuel. 23rd, revised edition. Focal Press, 6s.6d. 17-1 cm. 128 pages.

Users of the well-known Leica cameras will find much useful data in this little publica- 

tion. First published in 1942 to meet demands for an instruction manual by purchasers 

of second-hand instruments, it has gradually been extended in scope so that it now 

covers all models from the earliest model I (1925) to the latest model IIIf (1950). 

Technical information is provided on all lenses and equipment, not only on those items 

of Leitz manufacture, suitable for use with the various models. The illustrations are 

excellent, and the notes on miniature-camera technique will be invaluable to the 

novice.

AMATEUR FILM-MAKING. George H. Sewell. 2nd edition. Blackie, 8s.6d.

Owing to the changes in facilities and techniques of this particular hobby, brought 
about by the war, this second edition of a book first published in 1938 has been con- 
siderably revised. The author, a Fellow of the Royal Photographic Society, deals 
succinctly with all sides of amateur film work, including operating the camera, 
editing and titling, projecting and care of films and equipment, but he refers his readers 
to several books by his contemporaries for more detailed information on all these 
various subjects.

MUSIC: ITS SECRET INFLUENCE THROUGHOUT THE AGES. 
Cyril Scott. 6th, new and extended, edition. Rider, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 126 pages. Por- 
trait frontispiece. Bibliography. 
There are those who have psychic power unknown to them. There are others who are 
conscious of psychic powers within them, but for one reason or another decide to let 
these powers lic fallow. The author, a poet and musician, has developed a high degree 
of psychic susceptibility, which he applies to interpreting the inner mysteries of music 
down the ages. He assesses the moral and aesthetic influence of the great composers, 
and the effect of music on the religion of the Indians, Ancient Egyptians and Greeks, 
and the Romans. Whatever views the reader may hold this book will make him think.

THE CONCISE OXFORD DICTIONARY OF MUSIC. Percy A. 
Scholes. Oxford University Press, 18s. 19 cm. 685 pages. 125 illustrations, musical 
examples and diagrams. 
This easily handled encyclopedia in good clear print (of some 10,000 entries) can be 
considered as a reduction of Dr. Scholes’s larger and famous Oxford Companion to 
Music, or it can be used on its own. It contains—which the former work does not— 
some hundreds of short biographical entries of vocal and instrumental performers and 
conductors (past and present), and other musical personalities, and 1,750 entries about 
individual compositions. There are also 1,700 articles on composers, as well as entries 
regarding musical terms, terms relating to performance (1,850), and information in 
brief about British musical societies, journals, publishers, opera houses and instrument 
makers.

SCHUMANN. A Symposium. Edited by Gerald Abraham. Oxford University 
Press, 218. 22°2 cm. 327 pages. Musical examples. Chronology. Bibliography. List of 
compositions. 

Schumann was a child of his time. He belonged to that generation of Romantics who 

were profoundly influenced by literature. He was himself a discriminating critic. This - 

volume devoted to the life and works of the composer is made up of studies contri- 
buted by eight authoritative writers. Each has taken a special category of his works for 
analysis and assessment, and a chapter is devoted to Schumann as a man. There is much 
that will be new to English readers since the eight experts have had access to new 
material from German sources hitherto unpublished. (780-92) 


CLAUDIO MONTEVERDI: Life and Works. Hans Ferdinand Redlich. 
Translated from the German by Kathleen Dale. Oxford University Press, 21s.

This book, which first appeared in a German edition in Switzerland in 1949, contains 

several new chapters and includes quotations from the author’s Claudio Monteverdi, 

Vol. 1. Das Madrigalwerk (Berlin 1932) as well as passages from Monteverdi's letters 

relating to his lost opera La Finta Pazza Licori. The composer (1567-1643), the most 

outstanding musician of the Italian Renaissance, wrote madrigals, operas and church 
music. For over twenty years he served Vincenzo Gonzago, Duke of Mantua, as 
musician, and thereafter was appointed Maestro di Cappella to St. Mark’s, Venice. 

When he died he was at the height of his fame, and what he achieved in his creative 

work has been a source of inspiration to musicians even to this very day. This volume 

will be welcomed by admirers of Monteverdi as an artist and as a man. (780°92) 
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MUSICAL BRITAIN, 1951. Compiled by the Music Critic of The Times. 
Oxford University Press, 21s. 25-4 cm. 264 pages. 24 plates. Index. 
The Music Critic of The Times has compiled from that journal a record of the musical 
events in Britain that formed part of the 1951 Festival. Criticism for a daily paper has 
to be written before midnight to a prescribed space; taking this into account, this book 
has the fascination of experiences relived. Music lovers can learn much from the con- 
centrated essence therein, and the book will be invaluable for reference. Every aspect 
of the music performed in London and the provinces is commented upon and a 
chapter is devoted to the design and acoustics of the Royal Festival Hall. (780-942)

IRELAND’S ABBEY THEATRE. A History, 1899-1951. Compiled by 
Lennox Robinson. Sidgwick & Jackson, 30s. 22-2 cm. 240 pages. 30 illustrations. 
Indexes. 

As the compiler of ‘the official history commissioned by the Abbey Theatre authori- 

ties’, Mr. Lennox Robinson has clearly felt under some constraint, and has avoided 

emphasizing the clash of personalities unavoidable in any organization of this charac- 
ter. Nevertheless, his friendships with many of the protagonists, and his years of active 
work as producer, director, and dramatist give life to what might otherwise have been 

a colourless account. It is valuable to have on record what can now be established of 

the origins and organization of one of the most vital forces in the modern renaissance 

of the drama. He pays a deserved and overdue tribute to Miss A. E. F. Horniman’s 
generous aid and encouragement at a critical period in its history. Apart from the 

Abbey’s contribution to the modern art of the actor, its fame is secure for the oppor- 

tunities it afforded to those two geniuses, Synge and O’Casey. (792-09415)

THE BALLET ANNUAL, 1952. A Record and Year Book of the Ballet. 
Edited by Arnold L. Haskell. 6th issue. Black, 25s. 25°4 cm. 144 pages. Coloured 
frontispiece.

The record runs from late October 1950 to the end of September 1951. The editor 

notes briefly and occasionally comments on a selection of the main London seasons 

and their productions. There are condensed reports of work in France, Denmark, 

U.S.A. and Australia, together with obituaries, lists of companies and repertoires and 

an annotated list of books published during the year. A particularly interesting collec- 

tion of general articles includes a valuable history by Mr. Cyril Beaumont of his 
writings and publications on the dance and a preliminary general description by Pierre 

Michaud of some important French libraries and collections on the dance. (792-8) 


BALLET, 1945-1950. Arnold L. Haskell. Longmans for The British Council, 
2s.6d. 20°3 cm. 48 pages. 20 illustrations. Bibliography. Paper bound. (The Arts in 
Britain) 

Continuing the critical survey of ballet in Britain begun in his Ballet since 1939, Mr. 

Haskell reports on visiting and indigenous companies and on new developments in 

presentation, ‘arena ballet’ and television. An important new section gives the first 

thorough account of the intentions and methods of Sadler’s Wells School for dancers 
of which he is Director. There are again appendices listing companies, repertoires, etc., 
and a select list of publications of the period, not, unfortunately, giving details of 
publisher and price.

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Theatrical Production 
THE SEAGULL PRODUCED BY STANISLAVSKY. The Seagull by 
Anton Chekhov, Production Score for the Moscow Art Theatre by K. S. Stanis- 
lavsky. Edited, with an introduction, by Professor $. D. Balukhaty. Translated 
from the Russian by David Magarshack. Dobson, 25s. 22-2 cm. 292 pages. Coloured 
frontispiece. 6 plates. Diagrams in text. (International Theatre and Cinema) 
Professor Balukhaty examines in detail Chekhov’s work on The Seagull, its original 
production, the foundation of the Moscow Art Theatre, the work of the Directors, 
Stanislavsky’s production of the play and the contemporary opinions of it, and, 
finally, Stanislavsky’s preparation for the production. Then follows, side by side with 
a new translation of the play (intended to be ‘as colloquial as possible without 
anachronism or vulgarity’), Stanislavsky’s full ‘score’, his notes, plans, sketches and 
drawings. His autocratic method is apparent, self-excused by the inexperience of the 
actors, and his realistic approach. Stanislavsky is said never to have completely under- 
stood Chekhov’s work, his success being achieved by his creative intuition as a 
producer. (792-92) 


DESIGN FOR MOVEMENT. A Textbook on Stage Movement. Lyn Oxen- 
ford. J. G. Miller: distributors Quality Press, 8s.6d. 18-5 cm. 96 pages. 
This book has been written to help the amateur and professional actor and producer 
in stage movement of every kind. (It does not attempt to train dancers.) Divided into 
two parts, it secks first, on a psychological basis, to aid the production of the realistic 
play. Secondly, from an exttrnal angle, it helps with the stylized play, the pageant and 
religious drama. It is a practical book by an expert and will be useful particularly to 
amateur dramatic clubs. (792.92)

MAKING A FILM. The Story of Secret People. Chronicled and edited by Lindsay

In this book Lindsay Anderson, editor of the film magazine, Sequence, gives a day to 

day account of the making of the film, Secret People, at which he was present, from its 

inception to the end of the shooting. Appendices include two pages of the full 

treatment of the film as expanded for the shooting script, notes of the principal cuts 

and modifications made in the script during shooting and editing, a plan of Ealing 

Studios, March 1951, and biographical notes on the chief personalities involved in the 

filming.

After a bricf general outline of the history of yachting the author, himself a keen 

yachtsman, describes the progress of the sport in recent times, with particular reference 

to Australia. The different craft in use are described, and some account is given of the 

main ocean races in Australasian waters. An appendix lists the yacht clubs of Australia 

and New Zealand, and the types of boats sailed. The illustrations are well chosen, and 

the author’s racy style is in keeping with the nature of his subject. (797°14)

BOOKS AND WRITERS. Robert Lynd. Dent, 16s. 22-2 cm. 348 pages. 
16 illustrations. 


Robert Lynd, whose essays made him the greatest literary journalist of his time, found 
in literature many of the subjects his touch adorned. This volume collects, for the first 
time, sixty of his essays on such subjects. Lynd is the ideal guide for the general reader; 
he never makes him feel small, but gives him a lead on what may be exercising him: 
modern poctry, new fiction, the work of Henry James and Meredith, what is the use 
of history, or poetry, the choice of books. Such a reader finds his old favourites and 
his older versions in a new light and also that the last word had not been said on 
Shelley, Hazlitt or Blake. Lynd is never pedantic, his judgments are sane and his clarity 
never falters.

SHERWOOD ANDERSON. Irving Howe. Methuen, 15s. 21-5 cm. 271 pages. 
Portrait frontispicce. Bibliographical note. Index. (American Men of Letters) 

The author believes that while much of the work of Sherwood Anderson (1876-1941) 
“remains unacceptable, there is nevertheless a precious remnant particularly valuable 
to our day and situation’. In an objective and penetrating study he relates the facts of 
Anderson's early environment with the legend created in the autobiographical 
volumes. Like D. H. Lawrence, Anderson represented a revolt of natural instinct 
against the mechanized life of modern cities. His permanent value lics, according to 
Mr. Howe, not in the novels written under Lawrence’s influence, but in the early 
studies of American small-town life. This volume maintains the high critical standard 
set by the others in this series. (813-5)

THE COMMON PURSUIT. FE. R. Leavis. Chatto & Windus, 18s. 22-2 cm. 
308 pages. Index. 


Dr. Leavis’s writings combine a gift for minute analysis with a range of interests which 
embraces all the important literary forms of the English tongue. This collection of 
essays contributed to various periodicals during the past two decades forms a body of 
very original criticism and also provides revealing evidence in the history of taste. The 
most striking are the studies on Pope, Swift and Dr. Johnson, and the discussions of 
the duties of the critic and the place of literature in society. In other essays he sets out 
deliberately to challenge a number of recent interpretations of Shakespeare and Milton, 
and contemporary judgments on modern poetry. Both in its-appreciative and its 
censorious vein this book contains much of its author’s most mature work and as such 
merits close attention. (820-4) 
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PROSE LITERATURE, 1945-1950. Alan Pryce-Jones. Longmans for The 
British Council, 2s.6d. 20-3 cm. 44 pages. 11 portraits. Bibliography. Paper bound. 
(The Arts in Britain) 

A distinguished author and critic, Mr. Pryce-Jones is well equipped to survey the field 

of non-fictional prose written in Britain since the war. Austere in his judgments, he 

finds that there has been a decline in the art of prose largely due to the political and 
economic pressure of events since 1939. Nevertheless, in his summary of the period— 
made under the headings of biography and autobiography, essays and criticism, history 
and politics, religion, philosophy, science and scholarship and miscellaneous writings— 
he finds many works worthy of notice and some signs, particularly in the provinces, 
of a prose revival. (820°9) 


English Poetry 
NONES. W. H. Auden. Faber, 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 72 pages. 


Mr. Auden’s first collection of short poems to be published since the war. They are 
both oddly like and unlike his earlier poems. The subject is still the individual's posi- 
tion in society but there is less that is dogmatic or purely lyrical. Technically as inven- 
tive as ever the construction in most cases is looser; and some pieces read like long 
poems cut short, discursive and conversational in tone. The lyrics, on the other hand, 
though a few are obviously trivia, contain the best and most striking poetry in the 
book. Mr. Auden’s original and lively mind makes even his least successful poetry 
interesting; when his genius assists his remarkable talent the result is very fine indeed. 
He has always continued his progress towards objects different, new and exciting.

A SHAKESPEARE PRIMER. Peter Alexander. Nisbet, 4s.6d. 17 cm. 192 pages. 
Index. 


The Regius Professor of English Language and Literature in the University of Glas- 
gow, whose recent new edition of Shakespeare’s complete works was noticed in 
British Book News in October 1951, has written an admirable short survey of the poet’s 
life, work and theatrical career. It gives all the important facts, with much sound 
criticism, and concludes with a chapter on the chief textual problems. To under- 
graduates and other young students this book will be of great value, while many older 
readers will find it as interesting as it is lucid and informative. It is well printed and 
strongly bound. (822-3) 


THE DREAM OF LEARNING. D.G. James. Oxford University Press, 12s.6d. 
19 cm. 134 pages. 
This essay consists of lectures given at Oxford and printed substantially as delivered. 
The author successfully compares the genius and significance of Bacon and Shake- 
speare as revealed mainly in The Advancement of Learning, Hamlet and King Lear. He 
shows that scientists were long inspired by Bacon’s insistence that the only way to 
obtain knowledge, which was power, was by confining the reason to the investigation 
of natural phenomena. Poetry to him was a ‘dream of learning’, for reason had no 
part in it. Mr. James maintains that the moral problems of a ‘Hamlet’ cannot be 
solved by natural philosophy. But Shakespeare’s poetic imagination, pursuing in King 
Lear the problem of opposing ‘the slings and arrows of outrageous fortune’, per- 
ceived rationally that, inescapable as these were, the wholly good in human nature is 
proof against all that can be brought against it. This scholarly and absorbing book 
merits serious attention. (822-3) 
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TEN DIMINUTIVE DRAMAS. Maurice Baring. Introduction by Sir Desmond 
MacCarthy. Heinemann, 4s. 18-6 cm. 85 pages. (Drama Library) 
In a short introduction, Sir Desmond MacCarthy writes of the versatility of this 
author (1874-1945), his culture, his erudition, and profundity. The ten satirical 
burlesques selected from Diminutive Dramas (1911) represent only a fragment of his 
literary skill. Nevertheless, in their wisdom, humour, and deep knowledge of the 
classics, they are representative of the man. These fifteen-minute sketches are all 
theatrically effective, but demand some acquaintance with antiquity from actor and 
audience for full appreciation. (822-9) 


English Humour 

THE RIGHT TIME. John D. Sheridan. Dent, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

This collection of essays shows that the author has little need to seck for his subjects, 
for a true essayist’s sensibility enables him to see them in the common things and 
experiences of everyday life. Although he can be hilarious over his old car, his 
amateur housekeeping and gardening, his chimney fire or a visit to the barber’s, his 
humour can serve him to reveal unexpected significances in things. This is seen in his 
title essay, in “Mountain Roads’, ‘Boats on the River’, and subjects having a remini- 
scent vein. It also keeps him from preaching and from allowing his gift of antithesis to 
mar the conversational style of his delightful book. (827-9) 


French Literature 
EMILE ZOLA. An Introductory Study of his Novels. Angus Wilson. Secker & 
Warburg, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 158 pages. Bibliography. 

Of the great nineteenth-century novelists, Zola is the last to be rehabilitated in our 
own time. Repelled by the outmoded creed of naturalism to which he gave his 
authority, readers have neglected the novels which transcended it. In separating Zola’s 
creative work from his naive and opportunist theories and in placing him as a superb 
impressionist with an eye like Cézanne’s, Mr. Wilson, himself a distinguished satirist, 
has rendered signal service. By relating the novels to Zola’s social and emotional back- 
ground, he reveals the passionate nature of the creative impulse behind the massive 
dramas of Germinal, L’ Assommoir and La Terre. (843-8) 


A READER’S HANDBOOK TO PROUST. Compiled by P. A. Spalding. 
Chatto & Windus, 10s.6d. 18-4 cm. 315 pages. 
A comprehensive index-guide, the first in English, to Proust’s Remembrance of Things 
ast based on Scott-Moncrieff’s translation. The volume comprises a synopsis with 
page references, an index of characters, a general index, a summary of the principal 
dates in Proust’s life and work and a brief note on Proust’s sources. Whilst one may 
regret that Scott-Moncrieff’s proposal for a “Who’s Who’ of the characters studied in 
historical sequence was not adopted as being a method of more general interest, 
Mr. Spalding’s index based on the sequence of the narrative is perhaps more useful for 
purposes of reference. (8439) 


Portuguese Literature 

THE LUSIADS. Luis Vaz de Camoens. Translated from the Portuguese, with an 
introduction, by William C. Atkinson. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 256 pages. Map. 
Paper bound. (Penguin Classics) 

Camoens’s poem, the national epic of Portugal, immortalizes the story of a people 

who carried their faith and flag over uncharted seas from Brazil to Japan and estab- 

lished new ideas of empire based on maritime expansion. Nearly seventy years after 
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the last English version to be published in this country, Professor Atkinson has 
attempted a new translation—the first in English prose—which skilfully combines the 
fidelity due to the sixteenth-century author with the intelligibility demanded by the 
twentieth-century reader. A useful introduction comments on the literary and 
historical background and the plain text is unencumbered by footnotes. (869) 


Russian Literature 
CHEKHOV THE DRAMATIST. David Magarshack. Lehmann, 21s. 22-2 cm. 


301 pages. 17 illustrations. Index. 
Mr. Magarshack writes of Chekhov both as a scholar of Russian literature and as an 
expert on Russian and Western styles of acting. He criticizes the current interpretation 
by producers and critics of Chekhov in Britain, particularly the sentimentalizing of 
The Cherry Orchard, which he claims to be a comedy. His book also contains a detailed 
analysis of Chekhov’s dramatic methods and innovations, and some illuminating 
chapters on the difficulties which the playwright experienced in getting his concep- 
tions translated into performance by the Moscow Art Theatre Company. Most 
valuable of all, perhaps, is the author’s alertness in discerning many of the allusions to 
Russian literature in Chekhov’s dialogue, which are vital to correct interpretation, but 
.re seldom dealt with by English critics. (891-72) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


GOLDEN AGES OF THE GREAT CITIES. Various authors. Introduction 
by Sir Ernest Barker. Thames & Hudson, 28s. 22-2 cm. 352 pages. 9 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This book consists of twelve essays, each one on a great city that at some particular 

period in its history marked the focal point of the culture of an age, or some achieve- 

ment which affected civilization. The range is wide, from Periclean Athens to twen- 
tieth-century New York. Both Paris and Rome are considered twice at two different 
periods, and Constantinople, Florence, Venice, Madrid, Vienna and London as they 
exhibit the significance of a period. The authors take into account the city’s history, 
social, political and economic life, its art, literature, education and external influence. 

The twelve contributors write with distinction and preserve the continuity of the story 

while giving their individual emphasis and vividness to their own narrative. Sir 

Ernest Barker’s introduction gives a general survey of the theme of this absorbing 

book. (904)

SEA ROAD TO THE INDIES. Henry H. Hart. Hodge, 15s. 22-2 cm. 
308 pages. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 
An era in the relationship between Euro pe and the East, which began four and a half 
centuries ago, has recently come to a close, so that Mr. Hart’s study of the man who 
initiated it is timely. To the story of the Portuguese effort which culminated in Vasco 
da Gama’s three voyages to India he brings the results of wide reading, and a balanced 
outlook, aware both of the glories and the darker sides of the Portuguese achievement. 
His treatment of the technical development of navigation is less sure, and his biblio- 
graphy extending to seventeen pages would be of more use if annotated, but these 
points will not interfere with the pleasure of the general reader. (910-45) 
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EXPLORATION AND DISCOVERY. H.J. Wood. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 
192 pages. 10 maps. 2 endpaper maps. Chapter references. Bibliography. Index. 
(Hutchinson's University Library) 

Exploration and discovery, without qualification, is a wide theme, scarcely to be 

compressed into a volume of this size. Dr. Wood concentrates mainly on the history of 

maritime discovery by the Western European nations from ¢. 1450 onwards. Except 
for interior Africa and Antarctica, exploration by land receives little attention. Within 
these limits he gives a competent account, based on the original records, from which he 
quotes extensively and appositely. The whole forms an instructive and readable 
introduction to a subject of perennial interest. (910-9) 


HIGHLANDS OF SCOTLAND. Seton Gordon. Hale, 18s. 22-2 cm. 328 pages. 
49 illustrations. Folding map. Index. (County Books) 
The author of this book is a well-known naturalist whose scientific background, 
trained observation and intimate knowledge of the ground covered are apparent in 
his descriptions of the various Highland districts, particularly the Cairngorm area. 
The region allocated to him is very extensive and abounds in imposing scenery of 
varying characteristics. The necessary accumulation of topographigal detail is re- 
lieved by descriptions of personal experiences, references to local history and legend, 
and expert comment on the flora and fauna of different districts. Social and economic 
features of the area are briefly touched upon. The photographs are many and good.

RETURN TO NAPLES. Giuseppe Marotta. Translated from the Italian by 
Frances Frenaye. Dobson, 10s.6d. 20-3 cm. 256 pages. Drawings by Laboccetta. 
In an earlier and well-received work, Neapolitan Gold, the author recalled his child- 
hood in Naples. The present volume relates his experiences and reactions on revisiting 
it after twenty years’ absence. Times are harder and the pattern of life more confused, 
but Naples is still the city of innumerable ‘ideas embodied in persons’, and these he 
delineates with understanding and charity, tinged with a somewhat wry humour. 
Violence and chicanery, self-sacrifice and poetry alternate in his pages, all displayed 
under a capricious destiny, only supportable by a people endowed with unquenchable 
vitality. The author makes no claim to have dealt with the whole of Naples, but no 
reader can doubt that what he has written is honcst and affectionate in intention and 
execution. (914°5) 


THE YEAR BOOK AND GUIDE TO EAST AFRICA, 1952. 
Edited by A. Gordon-Brown. Hale for the Union-Castle Mail Steamship Company, 
6s. 19 cm. $90 pages. 16 maps. Indexes. 

This guide-book includes the countrics of the eastern coast of Africa from Egypt in 

the north to Mozambique in the south, with Mauritius, Madagascar and other neigh- 

bouring islands. The contents have been revised since the last issue with the help of 
officials and other residents of the territories included. New items in this issue are: 

Rock paintings and archaeological sites of Tanganyika; Rest houses in Nyasaland; and 

the Groundnuts Scheme. The guide is meant primarily for travellers and visitors, and 

includes a very useful atlas, folding map, town plans and route maps. (916) 


VENTURE TO THE INTERIOR. Laurens van der Post. Hogarth Press, 
12s.6d. 20°7 cm. 256 pages. Frontispiece. 3 maps. 


This is outwardly an account of two exploratory journeys to infrequently visited areas 
of Nyasaland, but for the author it was also an endeavour to come to terms with the 
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modern world—a readjustment necessitated by grim experiences as a Jap prisoner of 
war. He is constantly concerned, not with what Europeans are doing to Africa, but 
what Africa is doing to the European. His first journey, to Mt. Mlanje, was marred 
by the death of a companion, an event which reinforced his conviction of the essential 
hostility of the African environment; his second, to the Nyika plateau, was happier, 
providing solace for his personal trouble. His ability to convey atmosphere and his 
respect for the integrity of the individual make this an absorbing book. (916-897) 


THE AMERICAN EXPEDITION. Sven Waxell. Translated from Johan 
Skalberg’s Danish version Vitus Berings Eventyrlige opdagerfaerd 1733-1743 by 
M. A. Michael, with an introduction and note. Hodge, 15s. 22-2 cm. 236 pages. 
9 illustrations (7 maps). Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 

This book is a narrative by a member of Vitus Bering’s second expedition to northern 

Pacific waters (1735). On an earlier expedition Bering had sailed into the strait which 

now bears his name. The second expedition, despite enormous though ill-directed 

preparations by the Russian Government, barely escaped disaster. It had, however, the 
exploration of a considerable part of the Alaskan coast to its credit. Waxell’s account 
is that of a stout-hearted seaman, devoid of literary pretensions. It is a first-hand con- 
tribution to the history of exploration, and contains one of the earliest accounts of 
the natives of Alaska. Mr. Michael in his introduction places the voyage in its 
historical setting. (917-98) 


AUSTRALIAN SETTING. George Farwell. Evans Bros., 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 
164 pages. 17 plates. Endpaper maps. Index. (Windows on the World.) 
A vivid and well-written picture of this great country, so young in settlement and 
development, but whose surface, beyond the coastal belt, has hardly been touched by 
man’s work. Something of its history, something of its contours, its agriculture, in- 
dustry, and social life is given here, in an attempt to convey the setting which is 
uniquely Australian. The photographs also are particularly good and well chosen.

PORTRAIT OF MELBOURNE. Photographed by Rob Hillier. With a 
Profile in Words and Descriptions written by John Hetherington. Ure Smith 
(Sydney, Australia) and Angus & Robertson (London), 25s. 28-2 cm. 64 pages. 71 illus- 
trations (9 in colour). 
Writer and photographer have collaborated in a pleasing attempt to record the 
personality of a great city. Mr. Hillier’s artistic photographs, which take up the larger 
part of the book, capture much of the grace and dignity of Melbourne, while Mr. 
Hetherington’s commentary on the pictorial record with his introduction to the 


history of the city, illustrated by reproductions of some sixteen engravings, serves as 
a fitting complement.

NECESSARY EVIL. The Life of Jane Welsh Carlyle. Lawrence and Elisabeth 
Hanson. Constable, 45s. 22-2 cm. 632 pages. 21 illustrations. Bibliography. Reference 
to quotations. Index. 

This biography of Jane Welsh Carlyle (1801-66) is of necessity the story of the 

marriage of two remarkable people. It is therefore, in some measure, a study of 

Carlyle, although Jane is kept as the central figure. The authors, with impartial com- 

mentary, quote about two thousand letters (some hitherto unprinted) of the Carlyles 
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to cach other and their friends, to make their detailed narrative. The letters show Jane’s 
constant problem of reconciling opposites—her temperament and Carlyle’s, from 
which the resulting pattern of their lives took shape. Both she and Carlyle were 
shrewd, if sometimes caustic, observers of men and affairs, and since Jane always 
showed at her best as hostess of an intellectual circle, the book has an interesting 
gallery of some of their well-known contemporaries. This book will appeal to readers 
wanting to satisfy themselves about the psychology of this much discussed couple.

EAST AND WEST. Episodes in a Sixty Years’ Journey. F. T. Cheng. Hutchinson, 
16s. 21-8 cm. 247 pages. 23 illustrations. Index. 
Polite, urbane and, ea a Western point of view, strangely detached, Dr. Cheng, 
until recently Chinese Ambassador in Great Britain, here tells his life-story from its 
beginnings in Foochow, Hongkong and a Cantonese village through a long interval 
for legal training in England to his final triumphs as Judge of the Supreme Court at 
Peking, Judge of the Permanent Court of International Justice at the Hague, and 
Ambassador. By far the most interesting part of the book is its early section describing 
a traditional Chinese education based on the teachings of Confucius and Mencius and 
the family piety which has been the mainspring of Chinese life. (92) 


RETURN TO CHESTERTON. Maisie Ward. Sheed & Ward, 21s. 22-2 cm. 
284 pages. 8 plates. Index. 
ae Ward has followed up her biography of the genial Roman Catholic writer, 
x. K. Chesterton, with a further selection of letters, reminiscences, verses and tributes 
which reached her in response to her first book. Chronologically arranged, and 
delightfully illustrated with many of Chesterton’s own impromptu drawings, they 
add to the rich store of anecdotes which this witty, benevolent, sometimes naive and 
often tiresome poet and controversialist always provoked. There are delightful 
glimpses also of Chesterton’s semi-adopted children, of his devoted if much-tried 
secretaries and of his loyal, reserved and anxious wife. (92) 


LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL. Winston S. Churchill. New edition. 
Odhams Press, 21s. 21-5 cm. 840 pages. 9 plates. Index. 
Mr. Churchill’s biography of his father is a candid assessment of the politic al influence 
and career of one who, independent in judgment, confronted emerging problems of 
industrial and racial welfare with a confident reassertion of the radical strain in Tory 
political thought. The advent of mass politics, combined with the tremendous cleavage 
over Irish Home Rule, made stronger demands on party allegiance and considerably 
-augmented the power of the party ‘machine’. Lord Randolph Churchill successfully 
defied both authority and organization to further his notions of Tory Democracy, 
although his meteoric rise to power, sudden resignation and subsequent early death 
prevented any explicit formulation of his political views in a doctrinal system. That 
which is of permanent value in Tory Democracy is suggested briefly by the author in a 
new preface. There is also appended an important memorandum by Sir Henry Wolff 
on Lord Randolph Churchill's resignation and quarrel with Lord Salisbury. (92) 


KIDDAR’S LUCK. Jack Common. Turnstile Press, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 208 pages. 

Since the 1930s there has been a steady output of proletarian novels and autobio- 
graphies—but Mr. Common has nothing to fear from competition. His account of 
his childhood in the north of England about thirty years ago is no mere genre piece, 
but a work of individual literary distinction. T hough it has some of the faults of its 
kind—a desire to shock the middle-class reader’s sensibilities, a tendency to inverted 
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snobbery—it is wholly free from special pleading or self-pity and is written in a prose 
that is sheer pleasure to read, a free rhythmic prose that is packed with brilliant 


imaginative’ imagery. (92) 


FLAUBERT. A Biography. Philip Spencer. Faber, 25s. 22-8 cm. 268 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
A careful and well-balanced account of the life of the great French novelist. Evidently 
baffled to some extent by the complexities of Flaubert’s character and inhibited by the 
brilliance and finality of Flaubert’s self-portrait in his letters, Mr. Spencer does not 
always escape dullness. But he has succeeded in relating the classic novels to the sombre 
and yet stimulating background of Rouen and Cyoisset, and in revealing the subsidiary 
if vital role of personal relationships in Flaubert’s life. (92) 


ELIZABETH GASKELL. A. B. Hopkins. Lelimann, 21s. 22-2 cm. 383 pages. 
18 illustrations. Notes. Index. 


Mrs. Gaskell is firmly established with posterity as the author of Cranford, but her best- 
known novel tells us little of her more serious vein, or of her philanthropy and devo- 
tion to social problems, especially the cause of women’s rights. Miss Hopkins’s study is 
both biographical and critical and she has discovered valuable new material in un- 
published letters and contemporary appreciations. Mrs. Gaskell emerges as an unex- 
pectedly versatile personality of great charm, and as a writer of a wider range than is 
generally recognized. Her novels have suffered from the padding which was encouraged 
by serialized publication, but her shorter tales, especially those on the themes of 
religious persecution or the supernatural, fully deserve the tribute which is paid them 
here. (92) 


NIKOLAI GOGOL (1809-1852). A Centenary Survey. Janko Lavrin. 
Sylvan Press, 128.6d. 19 cm. 174 pages. Frontispiece. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
Professor Janko Lavrin’s centenary survey of Gogol is a useful introduction to a writer 
of great complexity. Written mainly from a psychological point of view, it displays 
Gogol’s work as the product of a naive upbringing in the Ukraine, of a superstitious 
and over-devoted mother and of a fearful and envious temperament. His moral 
aspirations and later religious interpretations of his own work are perhaps too sum- 
marily dismissed as symptoms of a mind diseased. However, the Professor provides a 
most lucid account of the curious life and background of the great author of Dead 
Souls and those mysterious tales of the uneasy which preceded it. (92) 


WELSH BROTH. Thomas Jones. W. Griffiths, 12s.6d. 21-5 cm. 186 pages. 
3 photographs. Index of names. 
Dr. Thomas Jones, a former secretary to the Cabinet and author of the recent bio- 
graphy of Lloyd George, adds another sheaf to his ‘random recollections’ begun in 
Rhymney Memories (1938) and continued in Leeks and Daffodils (1942). The experiences 
recollected are those of the period 1900-20 and they portray the author as student and 
lecturer in Glasgow, lecturer and professor in ireland, and secretary and organizer in 
Wales. Economics and the arts, adult education and social welfare work, political 
cross-currents in circles high and low and personal emotions and ambitions are recol- 
lected with a clarity of vision rarely found in a retired octogenarian, and moulded into 
a document of literary as well as historical value. Dr. Jones’s consistent social con- 
sciousness makes his recollections transcend mere personal experiences. (92) 
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WHEN THAT I WAS. Dorothy McCall. Faber, 18s. 22-8 cm. 248 pages. 
Index. 
Mrs. Dorothy McCall recounted these memories of her late Victorian childhood 
hoping to bring solace to herself, pleasure to her friends and enjoyment to her grand- 
children. In all this she must have been successful. She gains, too, the wider public 
appeal about which she is doubtful, for, of no set purpose, she reconstructs a way of 
life that in its sudden disa pearance excites present interest. Many aspects of it become 
clear: the Victorian professional family, social responsibilities, education, pleasures, 
occupations, travel, and public figures. In attractive style the happy tone of childhood 
is maintained throughout this delightful book. (92) 


CHRISTOPHER MARLOWE. Philip Henderson. Longmans, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 
170 pages. 4 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. (Men and Books) 
Mr. Henderson’s book provides a biographical as well as a critical introduction to the 
first great English dramatist (1564-93). The few established facts concerning Marlowe's 
life are supplemented with lively descriptions of some of his friends and patrons, such 
as Giordano Bruno and Sir Walter Raleigh. The section devoted to the plays contains 
useful notes on the sources and first performances of each. Mr. Henderson finds the 
main appeal of Marlowe’s drama, apart from the sensuous magnificence of the verse, 
to consist in the sense of infinity which lies behind his evocations of beauty and terror.

MAX JOSEF METZER. Lilian Stevenson. S.P.C.K., 9s.6d. 17 cm. 160 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. 
Here is a moving biography, written with an engaging simplicity, of a Roman 
Catholic priest in Germany who was executed by the Nazis in 1944. In spite of the 
privations of a long imprisonment, he succeeded in writing from his cell a number of 
letters and poems of which a selection, along with a message to his fellow prisoners, is 
included in this volume. There is also a brief account of the two communities which 
he founded: the Society of Christ the King and the Una Sancta Brotherhood. —_(92) 


FROM THE ANGLE OF 838. Eden Phillpotts. Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 
128 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
From a writer so reserved and shy of publicity as the Devonshire novelist, Eden 
Phillpotts, no very personal or revealing autobiography could be expected. The author 
of over 250 books and, amongst others, of the phenomenally successful play The 
Farmer’s Wife, Mr. Phillpotts is identified in the public mind with the Dartmoor 
region which is the scene of so many of his works. In these casual reminiscences of a 
long life with their recollections of such writers as Hardy, Shaw and Bennett and of 
many well-known actors, Dartmoor is paradoxically the one personality which stands 
out. For the rest, Mr. Phillpotts views the world with gentle irony, detached apprecia- 
tion and, in its modern aspects, considerable distaste. (92) 


THE YOUTHFUL QUEEN VICTORIA. Dormer Creston. Macmnillan, 
30s. 22°2 cm. 496 pages. 30 illustrations. References. Index. 
This is the story of the first twenty-one years of Queen Victoria’s life, that is, up to her 
marriage and including about the first three years of her reign. It covers much familiar 
ground, but some of the hitherto unavoidable gaps have been filled. In the Kensington 
Palace ménage the young Princess is seen vigorous and lively, not over-prim, yet 
anxious to be correct, restricted but irrepressible, and later ingenuously impressive. 
There are 200d character sketches of her father and mother, Baroness Lehzen, Uncle 
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Leopold, the Royal Dukes, and Melbourne. The first chapter, surveying the character 
of the mature Queen, could have been dispensed with. The author is pleasantly dis- 
cursive, using diaries, letters, Court gossip and, at times, not too pleasant intrigue to 
compose her complete picture. (92) 


GEORGE WASHINGTON. A Biography. Vol. IIL PLANTER AND 
PATRIOT. Vol. IV. LEADER OF THE REVOLUTION. Douglas 
Southall Freeman. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 30s. each vol. 24 cm. 640 : 746 pages. 
1§ illustrations in each. 5 : 23 maps. Endpaper map. Vol. IV: Bibliographcal note. 
References. Index. 

The first two volumes took Washington to the age of twenty-seven and through his 

experiences in the French and Indian War. Most of volume three describes him as a 

Virginia planter, dealing with tobacco, debts, land, slaves, and merchants; and volume 

four narrates his military career during the discouraging early years of the American 

Revolution. Volume three opens with an essay on the problems that Freeman met in 

collecting his data, organizing his narrative, and understanding Washington. He writes 

with refreshing candour about the limits of his knowledge on several difficult points: 
the undiscovered mainspring of the internal drive that made Washington attain high 
distinction before his twenty-second birthday; his unexpected display of patience, 
firmness and good judgment when he became commander of the Revolutionary 
forces; his attitude towards women, especially his mother and his wife; and the ques- 
tion of what lay deep at the centre of the man. As Freeman puts it, one has always to 
ask: ‘Is the core of that young man hard; is his undeniable integrity calculated rather 
than instinctive?’ The further this work proceeds, the more completely it supplants 
all previous biographies of Washington. (92) 


KELLY’S HANDBOOK TO THE TITLED, LANDED AND 
OFFICIAL CLASSES, 1952. 78th annual edition. Kelly’s Directories, 70s. 
20°9 cm. 2,322 pages. 

The latest edition of this well-known handbook gives in one general alphabetical list 

information on British persons of hereditary and other rank, Members of Parliament, 

members of the higher grades of the diplomatic, naval, military, air, clerical, legal, 
colonial and civil services, landed proprietors, dramatists, authors and other artists. 

Before the general list are details of the Royal Family, tables of precedence, names of 

British Ministers abroad and of Foreign Ministers to England, and Members of the 

House of Lords. There are two lists of Members of the House of Commons: one 

under Members, the other under Constituencies. (920) 


Ancient History 
ANCIENT HISTORY. Michael Grant. Methuen, 7s.6d. 17 cm. 255 pages. 
5 maps. List of dates. Index. (Home Study Books) 

The Professor of Humanity in the University of Edinburgh describes in this limited 
space the ancient world from the rise of Chinese civilization to the Roman principate. 
The compression and selection involved meant for Professor Grant an examination of 
what should be the subject-matter of history and in particular of ancient history. His 
important and stimulating conclusions, occupying much of Part I, stress the necessity 
for the general historian of isolating themes of direct interest to present day readers. 
Considering antiquity in this light in Part I, he says: “Far and away the most important 
and frequent events in ancient history are wars’ and goes on to study the causes and 
possible preventives of ancient wars in the hope of assisting to find an answer to the 
most urgent question of our own day. (930) 
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HELLENISTIC CIVILIZATION. W. W. Tarn. 3rd edition, revised by the 
Author and G. T. Griffith. Edward Arnold, 25s. 22-2 cm. 384 pages. 4 maps. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

This book outlines the civilization of the three Hellenistic centuries from the death of 

Alexander the Great 323 B.c. to the establishment of the Roman Empire 30 B.c. The 

author first summarizes the history of the Eastern Mediterranean during this period 

and discusses the contending state-forms of Monarchy, City and League. He then deals 
separately with the three kingdoms of Macedonia, Asia, and Egypt under the Anti- 
gonids, the Seleucids, and the Ptolemies respectively, to ascertain how far the regions 
under these dynasties were Hellenized as a result of their rule. A chapter is given to the 
impact of Hellenism on the Jews. A large part of the book is concerned with trade, 
literature, science, philosophy and religion in the Hellenistic world. This is a book for 
the specialist, who will find great help in its excellent documentation. The author’s 
style is not overwhelmed by the mass of his material. (930) 


Ancient Greece and Rome 
A CONFLICT OF IDEAS IN THE LATE ROMAN EMPIRE. The 
Clash between the Senate and Valentinian I. Andrew Alféldi. Translated from the 
German by Harold Mattingly. Oxford University Press, 18s. 25-4 cm. 158 pages. 
Index. 
From his study of the struggle that centred on The Conversion of Constantine and Pagan 
Rome (1948) Professor Alf6ldi goes on to discuss a fresh phase of the conflict. The old 
pagan world, based on the city of Rome, still defends itself against innovations. On the 
one side the Emperor, representing the mass of citizens, on the other the senate and 
aristocracy of Rome, clash over the trials of leading nobles for magical practices. The 
author gives us a picture in clear perspective of the Emperor’s entourage, of the 
senatorial aristocracy, of the historian Ammianus Marcellinus and of Valentinian 
himself remaining true to his policy of toleration. The translation is excellent. (937) 


SOURCES FOR GREEK HISTORY BETWEEN THE PERSIAN 
AND THE PELOPONNESIAN WARS. Collected and arranged by 
G. F. Hill. New edition by R. Meiggs and A. Andrewes. Oxford University Press, 
30S. 22-2 cm. 446 pages. Tables. Indexes. 

The late Sir George Hill published the first edition of his Sources for Greek History, 

478-431 B.C. in 1897, since when it has amply proved its value both in education and 

as a reference tool for scholars. These sources in the original Greek consist of three 

main sections: literary sources, inscriptions, coins. In place of the former arrangement 
by subject, excerpts from authors are printed in alphabetical order with full indexes at 
the end dealing with subject matter, and proper names; otherwise they are little altered. 

The main revision has been in the epigraphs where much new material has been dis- 

covered. Coins are arranged geographically. There are tables of the Athenian archons 

and the Athenian generals and lists of tribute annually received by Athens. (938)

THE STRUGGLE FOR EUROPE. Chester Wilmot. Collins, 25s. 21-5 cm. 
766 pages. 23 colour maps. 26 sketch maps. 2 endpaper maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Wilmot says in his preface ‘In considering the history of the war in the West 

from the perspective of the 1950’s, I have tried to show not only how Hitler was over- 

thrown but also why Stalin emerged victorious’. This is the central theme in a factual, 

interesting survey of the war in the West from Dunkirk onwards. The author, who 
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was one of the leading war correspondents first for the Australian Broadcasting 
Commission and later for the B.B.C., covers both military and diplomatic history and 
discusses Axis as well as Allied policy. He gives a fine analytical description of the 
tactical divergencies between American and British generals, and also, at a higher 
level, the Allied disagreements on strategic problems which he considers may have 
caused the continuance into peace of the ‘struggle for Europe’. (940-53) 


A RELUCTANT TRAVELLER IN RUSSIA. Tadeusz Wittlin. Hodge, 
15s. 22 cm. 243 pages. 

The author’s attempt to make his way to France after escaping from a German prison 
camp during the early days of the Second World War led to lengthy and most 
reluctant travels in Soviet Russia, first as a prisoner and convict and then as a free man 
on his way to join the Polish Army. He tells his story without stressing the horror of it 
all, showing his capacity for understatement and deep human compassion. It is a grim 
tale of life in the convict camps and on the road, full of ghastly humour, and it gives a 
vivid picture of the incredible isolation and quaint beauty of Siberia’s Arctic Circle.

NO PICNIC ON MOUNT KENYA. Felice Benuzzi. Kimber, 15s. 22-2 cm. 

232 pages. 2 illustrations. 6 diagrams. Endpaper map. 

The author, an Italian in the Colonial Service, was captured in Abyssinia in 1941 and 
confined at Nanyuki in Kenya. Reacting against the sluggish life in prison, he per- 
suaded two others to escape with him and to climb Mount Kenya, despite the diffi- 
culties of stores and equipment; their only map of the mountain was a sketch on a 
label of a tin. They escaped by a ruse and two of them finally reached Lenana peak just 
under 17,000 feet in height. Unarmed, they travelled through forest, swamp and gla- 
cier. Some of the most exciting passages in this simple, vigorous story are their encoun- 
ters with big game in the lower reaches of the mountain. (940°548)

CONSULTATION AND CO-OPERATION IN THE COMMON- 
WEALTH. A Handbook of Methods and Practice. Heather J. Harvey. Oxford 
University Press, 30s. 22:2 cm. 419 pages. Index. 

In 1934 the Royal Institute of International Affairs sponsored the production of an 

important study, edited by G. E. H. Palmer, Consultation and Co-operation in the British 

Commonwealth, which, by statements of fact and quotations from official documents, 

described the principles and machinery of co-operation between the Governments of 

the Commonwealth. The present volume contains similar reference material from 

1934 up to April 1951, and, like its predecessor, is confined to statements of fact, 

comment and criticism being excluded. To prevent excessive length, only the self- 

governing members of the Commonwealth have been included, and agreements to 
which only one is a party have been omitted. After an introduction on membership 
of the Commonwealth there are three major sections: Machinery for Consultation and 

Co-operation, Defence, and Machinery of Commonwealth Participation in Inter- 

national Action. The book provides very valuable source material for students. (942) 


DEVONSHIRE STUDIES. W. G. Hoskins and H. P. R. Finberg. Cape, 
36s. 22-8 cm. 470 pages. 8 illustrations. 11 maps and plans. Bibliography. Index. 
These essays range chronologically from the Saxon conquest to the nineteenth century, 
and in subject-matter from themes such as the misfortunes of the medieval Abbot 
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Bonus of Tavistock, and Mr. Hoskins’s entrancing histories of families—Cholwiches, 
Galsworthys and Sokespitches—and his histories of Devonshire Bartons, to such 
major topics for the economic historian as the Open Field system, or the Wealth of 
Medieval Devon. The charm and merit of the book lie in the way in which the larger 
themes grow out of the incidental, and landscape, and townscape for that matter, are 
made to reveal what they have known. Mr. Hoskins is Reader in Economic History at 
Oxford. (942) 


THE BEGINNINGS OF ENGLISH SOCIETY. D. Whitelock. Penguin 
Books, 2s.6d. 18 cm. 256 pages. Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican History 
of England) 

Miss Whitelock is Lecturer in Old English in the University of Oxford and Vice- 

President of St. Hilda’s College. Her excellent little book assembles from various 

sources, largely contemporary, what can be learnt about the ways of life of the English 

between their settlement in Britain in the fifth century and their conquest by the 

Normans in 1066. It examines the principles of society brought from their Continental 

homes and how these developed in Britain. It deals with the modifications which 

Christianity introduced and the art and literature which it inspired, so that a remarkable 

culture resulted that was not without influence on Western Europe. Conjecture has 

been eschewed and the account is based on the surprising amount of information that 

has survived. There is an annotated book-list. (942-01) 


HENRY VIII. A. F. Pollard. Illustrated edition, reset. Longmans, 25s. 22-2 cm. 
402 pages. 7 plates. Index. 


This standard work by the late Professor Pollard, recognized as the greatest authority 
on his subject, was first published in 1902 and has not been reissued since 1940. This 
new, illustrated edition is therefore to be welcomed. Though Henry VIII is the 
central figure, the book is more than a biography. The author has clarified from con- 
temporary records vague ideas and misconceptions prevalent about this much-debated 
period, e.g. the divorce question, Henry’s marriages, the efficacy of Parliament, the 
breach with Rome, Henry's character, and his manipulation of men and affairs, reli- 
gious and secular, at home and abroad. Both style and scholarship give this book its 
well-assured reputation. (942-05) 


THE EAST END OF LONDON. Millicent Rose. Cresset Press, 31s.6d. 
24°3 cm. 296 pages. 49 illustrations. 4 drawings in text. 5 maps. 2 endpaper maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Miss Rose treats of the “East End’ in its original and restricted sense, the area corre- 

sponding approximately to the present boroughs of Stepney, Poplar, Bethnal Green 

and Hackney. Though not omitting to describe the material forms in which their 
history has found expression, her main purpose is to reveal the people themselves. She 
brings out clearly the existence of an individual culture, which, though more con- 
spicuous in the past, still differentiates the East End from the rest of London. This is an 
intelligent and critical contribution to English social history, witlrlessons for the present 
day, e.g. her treatment of nineteenth-century rehousing schemes, well-intentioned, 
but out of touch with local needs. (942-1)

THE MAKING OF FRANCE. The Origins and Development of the Idea of 
National Unity. Marie-Madeleine Martin. Translated from the French by Barbara 
and Robert North. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 21s. 22-8 cm. 296 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 
Since its publication in 1948 Histoire de l’Unité Frangaise has gained eminence in 
France and the award of the Grand Prix d’Histoire de |’Académie Frangaise. Part 1, 
two-thirds of the book, traces the origin and evolution of both idea and reality of 
French national unity from the time of Roman Gaul to the apotheosis of the ancien 
régime with Louis XIV’s phrase ‘L’Etat, c’est moi’. This part is based upon scholarly 
research and for it there is a detailed bibliography of seventeen pages.’Part 2 discusses 
how the errors of the doctrinaires of the French Revolution worked out in history. 
The cautious and realistic precision of the earlier part gives way to a more generalized 
and emotional pleading of the royalist case against the Revolution. The book includes 
considerable discussion of the meaning for different ages of such words as Gallia, 
Francia, patrie. The translation is elegant and fluent. (944)

THE STRUGGLE FOR TRANSCAUCASIA (1917-1921). Firuz 
Kazemzadeh. Introduction by Michael Karpovich. George Ronald (Oxford), 25s. 
222 cm. 372 pages. Folding map. Bibliography. Indexes. 

A painstaking, well documented piece of research of the thesis type into an obscure 

and singularly confused period of Middle Eastern history during the closing years and 

aftermath of World War I. Dr. Firuz Kazemzadeh, for whom the book secured a 

Ph.D. from Harvard, is half Persian, half Russian in blood and American-trained; and 

his racial origins and linguistic equipment were just the right qualifications for unravel- 

ling the interwoven strands of the modern vicissitudes of the revived Georgia and 

Armenia and the new Republic of Azerbaijan, lands which for so many previous 

centuries had been the buffer between the Empires of Persia and Muscovy. The subject 

and book merit a less sketchy map. (947°9) 


India 
TO LIVE IN MANKIND. A Quest for Gandhi. Reginald Reynolds. André 
Deutsch, 15s. 22-2 cm. 223 pages. 

Reginald Reynolds, as a young man, visited India and became on intimate terms of 
friendship with Gandhi in 1929-30. As an exponent of Indian ideals and nationalism, 
he engaged in propaganda in Europe and assisted Gandhi in presenting his cause both 
in India and England. In 1949, a year after Gandhi’s assassination, he returned to India 
as a delegate to the World Pacifist Conference. His book is firstly an account of his 
friendship and experiences with the Master, and secondly an attempt to discover how 
far his teachings yet lived in the new India. Few Europeans have come under the 
influence of Gandhi and still remained capable of interpreting it in any terms which 
could be understood in the West; for this the book is valuable. (954)

BRITISH COLUMBIA: Its History, People and Industry. Fred H. Goodchild. 
Allen & Unwin, 18s. 22-2 cm. 219 pages. 15 plates. Tables. Folding map. Index. 

British Columbia is developing more rapidly than any part of Canada, and an authentic 

book on this fascinating Province was long overdue. Mr. Goodchild, veteran Canadian 

journalist and authority on British Columbian history, has presented the story of 

Canada’s Pacific Province from the days of the Spaniards and fur traders to the newest 
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project—the world’s largest aluminium plant. This book will prove of value to poten- 
tial investors and immigrants as it covers all phases of life and development in the 
Province—history, culture, science, social services, etc.—and its comprehensive docu- 
mentation lists the sources of other material on the subject. (971-1)

THE STORY OF THE CENTURY, 1851-1951. Harold Balfe. Editor 
in Chief, E. A. Doyle. Published by the Victorian Government (Melbourne, Australia) 
to celebrate One Hundred Years of Government, 37s.6d. 28-6 cm. 304 pages. Illus- 
trations (many in colour). Maps. Illustrated endpapers. Index. 

Most attractively produced, this official publication tells of the political, social and 

economic progress of the State of Victoria from 1851 when it was declared a self- 

governing colony. The text is ably written, the many illustrations—reproductions of 

old engravings and paintings as well as of recent photographs—are artistically pre- 

sented, while easily tabulated material, statistical and otherwise, is set out in the 

appendices. This book is a companion volume to Golden Years which was well received 

a short time ago. (994°s)

LIEUTENANT HORNBLOWER. C. S. Forester. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 

19 cm. 304 pages. 

Admirers of C. S. Forester’s seafaring hero of the Napoleonic Wars will rejoice at this 
addition to the ‘Hornblower’ series. Hornblower, serving as fifth lieutenant in 
H.M.S. Renown, is, by his ingenuity, diplomacy, foresight and courage, largely 
responsible for the successful storming of a West Indian fort and the capture of three 
privateers, for which exploits he wins promotion to the rank of Commander. Life on 
board a man-of-war, the day-by-day handling of men and of the ship and the several 
engagements by sea and land are vividly portrayed, as are also the psychological 
reactions of individual officers to danger, responsibility, disappointment and success. 


THE SPENDTHRIFTS. Pérez Galdés. Translated from the Spanish by Gamel 
Woolsey. Introduction by Gerald Brenan. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 
284 pages. 8 drawings by Charles Mozley. (Illustrated Novel Library) 

This is the first English translation of one of the most celebrated works of the Spanish 

novelist, Galdés. An ironic observer of the corruption and chaos of the government 

régime in the second half of the nineteenth century, his best-known novels are pungent 
commentaries on the society and politics of his age. The scene of The Spendthrifts 
is the Royal Palace at Madrid; its principal characters Bringas, a minor Court func- 
tionary, and his wife, Rosalia, whose consuming passion is dress. Through their 
ludicrous, meticulous and self-important lives, he reflects the larger follies of the 
Spanish Court. 


CRISPIN’S DAY. Leigh Howard. Longmans, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 271 pages. Endpaper 
maps. 

An extremely competent first novel by an ex-officer of the R.A.F. Lightly written, 

sometimes with a certain dry flippancy, it describes the events in an Operational Film 

Unit which led up to the flight of a lone bomber to the scene of the damaged Mohne 

dam in May 1943. The story revolves round Candy, the young camera-man and navi- 

gator of this expedition. He is well drawn; his relations with two-women on the station 


and with his pilot—a better man than he—are acutely portrayed, and the account of 


the flight itself is a masterly piece of descriptive narrative. 
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NO TIME TO BE YOUNG. Mervyn Jones. Cape, 12s.6d. 19-6 cm. 230 pages. 


A first novel by a young writer of great talent, this is a study of the moral and political 
strains of the nineteen-thirties seen through the eyes of a young girl who is half French 
and half English. Refreshingly different from most novels on this well-worn theme, it 
is concerned with a specifically human reaction to history and is written with a wit 
and vivacity which do not detract from its seriousness. The scene ranges from a mor- 
dantly amusing pacifist camp in Yorkshire and Bohemian Chelsea to the austerities of 
aristocratic Paris and the tragic area of the Franco-Spanish frontier. 


TRUTH IN THE NIGHT. Michael McLaverty. Cape, 12s.6d. 19°6 cm. 
256 pages. 

A study of a lively temperament soured by an uncongenial background, Mr. 
McLaverty’s story is set in an island off the Irish coast. Here the embittered young 
widow, Vera Reilly—who had been bored by her husband, dislikes his family and is 
jealous of their possessive affection for her little girl—sets her cap at a neighbouring 
young farmer lately returned to his native isle. The core of the story is Vera’s unsuc- 
cessful attempt to control her bitterness against life and her effort at self-redemption. 
Rather over-taut and austere, the novel has a grim quality of its own. 





THE GENTLEWOMEN. Laura Talbot. Macmillan, 12s.6d. 19-8 cm. 288 pages. 


Miss Bolby is a governess in the country home of Lord and Lady Rushford. She 
constantly reminds her employers and her fellow lodgers in the refined boarding house 
that is her pied-d-terre in Birmingham that, born in India, she was accustomed to 
servants to wait on her, and that she herself has titled connections. This preoccupation 
with the surface values of society involves her in tragedy. Miss Talbot analyses the 
workings of snobbery deftly and amusingly—but nevertheless mercilessly; and shows 
how it can be as destructive as a disease. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
MY NAME IS MICHAEL SIBLEY. John Bingham. Gollancz, 9s.6d. 19 cm. 
208 pages. 

A detective story different from the usual type in that it concentrates less upon the 
murder than upon the personality of the individual who may or may not have com- 
mitted the crime. It is a study increasing in interest as the reader proceeds and gradually 
(and skilfully) eliciting sympathy instead of antipathy for a weak character dominated 
by a stronger. 


THE BRADING COLLECTION. Patricia Wentworth. Hodder & Stoughton, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 256 pages. 

An unlikeable collector of sinister jewels meets a violent death in his own stronghold 
and Miss Silver, elderly ex-governess of redoubtable reputation, is once again instru- 
mental in running the criminals to earth and helping a love story to a happy ending. 
Those who have become attached to the Miss Silver stories will not be disappointed 
in her latest adventure, which moves smoothly towards its climax with interesting 
revelations of character on the way. 


Reprints 
JALNA. Mazo de la Roche. Pan Books, 2s. 18 cm. 23 pages. Paper bound. 


First published in 1927, this novel, which won an immediate success, was the first of 
the ‘Whiteoak’ series to appear, though in strictly chronological order it stands fifth. 
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To Jalna, the Canadian home of Adeline Whiteoak, now a nonagenarian but self- 
willed and exacting as ever and still ruling imperiously over her sons and grand- 
children, two of her grandsons bring their young wives. The attitude of the uncles, the 
unmarried sister and younger brothers to the newcomers is skilfully portrayed as are 
also the efforts of the latter to adapt themselves to their difficult situation. 


LANDSCAPE WITH FIGURES. Ronald Fraser. New and revised edition, 

with an introduction by Eric Linklater. Cape, 12s.6d. 221 pages. 
Sir Ronald Fraser’s elegant and poetic fantasy was first published in 1925; he has now 
rewritten it. The ‘landscape’ he so iridescently creates is that of a mythical China— 
where a party of English people, led by a rich industrialist, are transported, and find 
themselves the guests of three Chinese sages. ‘In the west’, remarks one of these 
apostles of Taoism, ‘you seek reality through the study of appearances. Here we 
perceive reality and produce phenomena.’ Lord Sombremere’s secretary Ambrose 
already possesses some degree of philosophic understanding; Sombremere’s beautiful 
young daughter—through her association with the youngest and least detached of the 
sages—must acquire it. Sir Ronald’s seriousness of purpose is never diminished by his 
feathery touch, his wit and delicious sense of comedy, and his European ‘figures’ are 
delineated with a sly realism. 


THE BOSTONIANS. Henry James. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 384 pages. (The 
Chiltern Library) 

One of James’s two remarkably successful excursions into social history, The Bostonians 
—which outraged Americans both by its attack on certain of their institutions and 
ways of life and by its analysis of morbid psychology—was regarded at the time as a 
total failure. Time has revealed the brilliance and originality of this exposure of 
feminism in its less reputable aspects. In his excellent introduction Mr. Lionel Trilling, 
the American critic, shows that James conceived the particular brand of sex warfare 
which produced the terrifying and abnormal Olive Chancellor as one aspect of the 
pe sn pare caused by the contemporary loss of virility in life and thought. 


THE EUROPEANS. A Sketch. Henry James. Lehmann, 1os.6d. 19 cm. 176 pages. 
(The Chiltern Library) 

Admirably introduced by Mr. Edward Sackville-West, who displays it as James’s 
single literary excursion in the Turgenev manner, this early novel, long unobtainable, 
makes a welcome reappearance. A quiet New England idyll, The Europeans differs 
from others of James’s dramas of innocence overwhelmed by experience in bringing 
the corrupt Europeans to America to attack the simple natives in their own homes. It 
differs also in allowing total victory for once to the innocents upon whose New 
England placidity Baroness Miinster—forerunner of many adventuresses—makes no 
mark.

WILD DOG FRONTIER. William Hatfield. Oxford University Press (Mel- 
bourne, Australia, and London), 7s.6d. 18-8 cm. 196 pages. 

An account of life on a property in the Channel Country of Queensland, Australia, 
this tale will hold the attention of most boys interested in open-air life. The struggle 
of hardy and resourceful pioneers in face of heat, drought, hurricane and flood, the 
exploits of the young hero in shooting dingoes, and an attempt to incriminate him and 
his father as cattle rustlers are all ingredients of an exciting story. 
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RAG, TAG AND BOB-TAIL and Their Puppets. Nancy Henry. Gryphon 
Books, 6s. 19 cm. 72 pages. Illustrations by Jill Crockford. 

The author of this small book for young people from eight to eleven has had practical 

experience of puppetry. She has here combined a pretty little story about two children 

(and their dog) who, inspired by an itinerant Punch and Judy man, started a puppet 

show of their own with some practical hints on how they did this. A short play in two 

scenes, using six puppets, is also provided.

QUEEN VICTORIA. Roger Fulford. Collins, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 144 pages. 2 plates. 
Genealogical table. (Brief Lives) 

Mr. Fulford’s portrait of Queen Victoria is an understanding one, sympathetically 
delineated, clear in outline and missing nothing of importance despite the length of her 
reign and the wide range of her activities. Through sixty years of public work, forty 
of them lonely ones, the force of her character enlarged the constitutional authority, 
the sphere of action and influence of the crown and considerably deepened the 
affectionate regard of her people for the Sovereign. For the older reader. 


HOW THE WORLD WAS EXPLORED. Marie Neurath and J. A. 
Lauwerys. Parrish, 6s. 22 cm. 36 pages. Coloured diagrams. 


The latest addition to a popular series of instructional books intended for children 
from eight to eleven is not, perhaps, so successful, as its predecessors. Professor 
Lauwerys (who is responsible for the text) and Marie Neurath (who prepared the 
clever Isotype pictorial diagrams) have attempted to cover a very wide canvas—the 
history of communications and discovery—and the resultant compression may be a 
little confusing to the younger readers. The ten-eleven year olds, however, will 
appreciate this little book which, as usual, is excellently produced.
